Ex-Gov. Foraker’s Speech. 


Gen. Joseph B. Foraker followed Mr. Reid. 
He said: 

Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Republicans: I 
shall content myself with a brief statement of 
only the principal reasons why every Republican 
in Onio and the Nation should zealously and 
faithfully support Benjamin Harrison.

It is a blending of many shades, and cer- 
tainly the population of Chicago is a blending of 
as many nationalities as you will find anywhere 
onearth.

De T. N. Jamieson, City Sealer—The sugges- 
tion is a good one and I am for it from first to 
last. I believe that the citizens of Chicago would 
grow to have a deep love for their municipal 
color and take pride in displaying it. To 
my mind there is only one color that 
would be appropriate or symbolical of the 
city! Thatissad. There is no hesitation, no 
backwardness, nothing half way about Chicago.

Carles L. Willoughby of Willoughby. Hill & 
Co. ＋ Yes, let us have a municipal color. The sug- 
gestion is excellent.

Gules is repre- 
sented by the gem ruby and by the planet Mars. 
Thege is something appropriate in taking red or 
crimpon asthe municipal color, which is sym- 
iged by the beautiful and priceless ruby, and 
the star of the unconquered will,” as Long- 
calls the brilliant planet Mars.

CHINESE WILL REFUSE TO REGISTER. 


Every Celestial Ordered to Do So: by the 
Masters of the “ Six Companies.” 

San Fnaxscisco, Cal., Sept. 10.—The power- 
ful Chinese organization known as the Six. 
Companies, which practically regulates Chi- 
nese affairs in this country, has issued a 
proclamation forbidding all Chinese 
to comply with the terms of the Geary law ro- 
quiring them to register, have themselves 
identified by two white witnesses, and be pho- 
tographed before April 18, 1893. The procla- 
mation states that the masters of the Six 
Companies have found that the law is ob- 
jectionable and detrimental to their interests. 
It continues: , 

Oar countrymen must live in the United 
States without being registered. Our country- 
men must not get registered and if one should do 
so on his vwn account he must not come to us in 
case he gets into trouble in this country. The 
Six Companies will pay no attention to him if he 
does. When a man does it (register) he losas his 
respectability in the eyes of his countrymen. 
This applies to Chinamen living in any part of 
the country, and in small towns as well as large 
cities. If by refusing to register any man is ar- 
rested, imprisoned, or punished he can depend on 
the Six Companies for relief. 

The proclamation states that all Chinesé be 
réquired to organize and subscribe money for 
the employment of legal aid, and if necessary 
to enlist the services of the Chinese Ambassa- 
dor to fight against this alleged injustice. 
Each Chinese resident in the United States is 
required to pay $1 to the Six Companies for 
the expense of a suit to test the legality of the 
law, and this money must be paid before tf 
Chinese September. The Chinaman who does 
not pay will be prevented from returning to 
his own country when he applies to the Six 
Companies for his pass. 

Collector Quinn at first refused to believe 
the Chinese had taken the bit in their teeth 
and bolted. After reading the translation of 
the proclamation he said that the Chinese had 
so far neglected to register, but he did not be- 
lieve they would absolutely refuse to do so. 
The law does not only state that after 
May 5 Chinese without registration certifi- 
cates must be deported, but it also carries an 
extra penalty of imprisunment for not over 
one year. There is another provision which 
provides for punishment of those who refuse 
to register. 


SIR JOHN ABBOTT’S CONDITION SERIOUS. 


He Is Unable to Do Any Hard Work— 
Thompson May Be Premier, 
Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 10.—[Special.]—Sir 
John Abbott was in the capital yesterday and 
had a long conference with Sir John Thomp- 
son. The Prémier is looking aged and ill, and 
his cundition causes much anxiety to his 
friends, He left Ottawa today for Montrea. 
on his way to England. What Sir John ap- 
pears to suffer from is a weakening of his 
nerve force which causes inaction of the 
stomach. One of the Cabinet Ministers said 
after the Premier’s departure today that 
rushes of blood to the head gave Sir John 
Abbott great trouble. When he sits down at 
his desk and attempts to concentrate his mind 
upon any matter of business, whether 
to write himself or dictate to a secretary, he 
suffers from arush of blood. This is alleged 
to be due to the disorder of his stomach. 
There is some talk here of Sir John Abbott 
continuing to be nominal Premier with Sir 
John Thompson as the virtual head of the ad- 
ministration, but this is impracticable.

The 10:15 o’clock passenger-train from 
Boston to Waltham, of five cars, had just 
passed the West Cambridge station and was 
crossing Over to take the Watertown branch, 
when a freight-train coming up in the rear 
ran past the signals and crashed into the rear 


The freight train usyally leaves the city at 8 
o’clock, but was delayed tonight until 10:20, 
starting out only five minutes after the ill- 
fated passenger train. At the time of the ac- 
cident both trains were moving slowly, never- 
theless the momentum of the freight was 
such that the engine cut clear through the 
rear passenger coach, which was crowded with 
passengers. 

The tracks were blocked by the wreck and 
trains from both directions were delayed. 
Three alarms rung in on the Cambridge fire 
bells called the department to the scene of the 
burning cars and ambulances were summoned 
from Cambridge and Boston. 

Physicians, too, were called from Boston 
and Somerville to aid those at hand in Cam- 
bridge. . . 

The Victims Crushed and Scalded. 

The passenger train was heavily loaded, as 
is always the case Saturday nights, The 
force of the collision smashed the front end 
of the boiler and cylinders of the freight lo- 
comotive. The escaping steam added horror 
to the situation of those already imprisoned. 

The work of removing the dead and injured 
was cominenced at once. The station at West 
Cambridge was converted into a 
hospital, whither the victims were 
carried. Many of those taken from the wreck 
were terribly scalded in addition to their other 
injuries. 

It is as yet impossible to say how large,the 
list of fatalities will be, but it is believed that 
several are still beneath the ruins. 

Supt. Adams has received a telegram from 
the conductor of the passenger train that the 
brakeinan who was sent back to flag the 
freight is missing, and it is feared that he, too, 
has been killed. 

The officials in Boston are very close- 
mouthed and it is extremely hard to obtain 
any facts from them concerning the accident, 
and as telephone and telegraphic facilities be- 
tween Boston and the scene of the wreck are 
very meager considerable time is consumed 
in obtaining the details. 

Story Told by an Engineer. 

C. F. Lawson, the eugineer of the passenger 
train, said: We left Boston promptly on 
time at 10:15. We made our usual stops and 
at West Cambridge waited for a 
train from the Watertown branch. As it was 
a foggy night the rear brakeman 
was sent back with a lantern to look out for 
the freight. Iam sure he went back, for I 
myself went back a car or two. It was a 
foggy night and I knew that he could not be 
too careful. We had just started ahead when 
I felt the shock of the freight crashing in be- 
hind. We were only a little way from the sta- 
tion. We were pushed ahead for a few feet 
and then I stopped. I can account for the 
accident only by the fact that the night was 
so foggy that the engineer of the freight did 
not see our brakeman in time to stop.” 

Supt. Adams has received a telegram from 
Medical Examiner Swan of Cambridge, who 
is at the wreck, stating that ten are dead and 
twenty-five or thirty wounded: — 

No trains have left the Boston depot since 
tne accident, although fully 3,000 people were 
there at midnight, awaiting transportation to 
their homes in the suburbs and upon larger 
excursions to the West. The Western express 
which was due to start at 11 o’clock: still re- 
mains in the depot. 

The Freight Engineer Saw No Danger Sig- 
nals. 

Engineer Goodwin of the freight-train 
comes from South Berwick, Me, He is in the 
hospital, badly scalded. He said: “I was 
running this trip last night as a matter of ac- 
commodation for a man who wanted to 
be off It was the Erie freight 
and was very heavy. We were two 
hours late leaving Boston and had the nght 
of way, and everything was all right until we 
got to West Cambridge. The signals were all 
right beyond the station for us to have the 
track. We were going about twenty 
miles an hour. When I saw the sig- 
nals were all right I qhistled and 
immediately after I saw the rear end of 
the passenger train. I was oply a short dis- 
tanee away from it then. As soon as I saw 
the signals I reversed the engine, but the mo- 
meutum of the train carried a it into the pas- 
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senger train. I saw no signal or flagman on 
the track whatever.”

THREE STEAMERS RELEASED, 


New York Health Board Reports the City 
Healthy—Warning to Jews. 

New York, Sept. 10.—Three steamers were 

released from quarantine this afternoon, the 


sickness occurred on the vessels during the 
voyage to this port, and a vigorous medical 
examination on their arrival here showing not 
the slightest trace of the dreaded cholera or of 
any choleraic disorder whatever. To render 
assurance doubly sure, however, each of these 
vessels had to undergo a thorough course of 
fumigation and disiufection, and every person 
on board of them was put in such a condition 
that it was practically impossible for them to 
convey any contagion to the city. 

The first of these steamers to hail from 
quarantine was the Britannic of the White 
Star line from Liverpool, which left the 
anchorage in the lower bay at 4:29 p. in. 
About an hour later—5:38 p. m.—thé British 
steamer Joseph John, Capt. Miller, from the 
cholera infected rt of Hamburg steamed 
toward the city, followed ten minutes after- 
ward by the Dutch steamer Zaandam from 
Antwerp, which arrived at midnight last night. 

Mr. Boas of the Hamburg-American steam- 
ship line says that a number of the Nor- 
mannia’s passengers who are physicians were 
appointed by the other passengers a committee 
to order what was necessary in the way of 
food to be brought down from New York.

They would 
not certify truthfully that the baggage of immi- 
grants had been thoroughly disinfected and con- 
tained no disease germs, or that the immigrant 
hand no disease lurking in his system. 7 

The Board of Health issued the following 
bulletin at 4 o’clock this afternoon: 

No cases of cholera in this city today. The 
number of deaths for the week ending at noon 
today was 731, against 747 in the corresponding 
week of last year. The deaths from diarrhéal 
diseases numbered 92, which is less than in any 
corresponding week since 1870, although the pop- 
ulation of the city has nearly doubled since. 
There were no deaths during the week from 
typhus-fever or small-pox. The health of the 
city is unusually good in every particular. 

The steamships which left for Europe today 
all sailed with very small lists of cabin and 
steerage passengers, The North German 
Lloyd steamer Fulda, which sailed for Genoa 
and Gibraltar, carried tifty passengers, The 
Cunard steamer Umbria, which left for Liver- 
pool, carried 106 cabin passengers. The 

oyal Netherlands steamer Veendam carried 
but thirty-three cabin passengers. The North 
German Lioyd steamer Elbe, for Bremen, 
carried noeabin passengers on its outward 
trip: The French liner La Bourgogne, which 
has been detained at quarantine and wus to 
have sailed teday, will leave tomorrow on its 
return to Havre.

They emphasize this point so much more, as, 
from all 1 — rances, the measures taken to die- 
infect the Normannia have been incomplete and 
void of that speedy, energetic, and systematic 
mode of procgeding which is necessary to effi- 
ciently counteract the damaging influences to 
which all arg exposed. In reference to these 
points they suhmit the following facts: 

At no time have there been facilities to remove 
the sick immediately after the onset of the chol-« 
eraic symptoms, even dead bodies having been 
kept on board twenty-four hours or more. 

t no time hasan official. thorough inspection 
of the ship bepn made, nor haye any measures 
been taken with regard to disinfection, except 
such as were possible with tha insufficient supply 
of disinfecting material carried on board. 

Disinfecting material has not been furnished 
promptly in spite of the request of the ship's au- 
thorities. Their demand made on Saturday, 3d. 
to place on board the ship an official expert to 
supervise and @xecute thorough disinfection has 
not been complied with. 

The water supply of the snip has not been taken 
care of in the proper way, although by Monday 
morning the tanks were clean and ready to re- 
ceive fresh water. The supply of fresh water 
immediately after the arrival ofthe ship should 
have been made a main point of sanitary im- 
portances We are on the fourth day of quar- 
antine. 

If, therefore, in spite of such a condition of 
things, the passengers should be obliged to re- 
main in quarantine on board the Normannia, the 
undersigned depm it their duty to demand the 
execution of su¢h measures under the supervision 
of official experts as are apt to remove efficiently

IN CUSTODY OF THE GRAND TRUNK. 


Immigrants Held at Suspension Bridge— 
Cannot Enter United States, 

Suspansion Burnes, N. V., Sept. 10.—[Spe- 
cial.]—There has been some excitement in 
this town today over the possibility of cholera 
reaching here. In 1854 the town suffered 
severely, and memories of the dread scourge 
are still alive among the older residents. 

Today fuel has been added to the fire of 
discussion by the fact that early this morning 
the Grand Trunk.officials gave notice that 
they would not accept any more immigrante 
over their road for Western points. This 
atep, it is understood, was taken owing to the 
fact that the Grand Trunk is still the keeper of 
a large number of tnese people they took 
Friday. When they reached the Western 
Canadian border the Detroit authorities re- 
fused to allow them to cross into Michigan, 
and the Grand Trunk was forced to care for 
then. It is rumored here tonight that the 
Grand Trunk will return them, like poor John 
Chinaman, to the point from whence they 
came,“ which is this port. 

Early this afternoon the Lehigh Valley 
brought in a few immigrants and soon after 
the Rome, Watertown, and Ogdensburg ar- 
rived with 134, making nearly 200 in all. All 


| of them were ticketed over the Grand Trunk, 


but that road refused them, as they did not 
carry a certificate from the Buard of Health 
of the Port of New York. The baggage of the 
entire party shows that it has been disinfected, 
but still the Grand Trunk refused to transport 
them. -These people are all quartered in 
three day-coaches which stand on the track 
east of the depot. Apparently they are all in 
the best of health and some of the brighter 
ones state that they have been 80 yon wy en 
fumigated that they are in better health than 
ople about them. 

Efforts are being made to send them West 
over the Lake Shore or Nickel Plate. Both 
the State and National authorities have been 
notified of the situation. The emigrants have 
little money and are apt to suffer if delayed 
very long. As this isa railroad center, it is 
intended that every precaution shall be taken 
to guard against the plague. The most threat- 
ening point is now felt to be Canada, At this 

oint three great bridges afford easy access 

rom shore to shore, and steps are now being 
taken to guard them. Supt. Swan of the rail- 
way suspension bridge has been notified by 
his company to give every possikle moment 
of his time to the matter until the frost 
comes.

Burrato, N. I., Sept. 10.—[ Special. —A 
new phase was added to the cholera situntion 
in this city today when two carloads of immi- 
grants direct from New York arrived over the 
Lackawanna and Philadelphia and Reading.

Wiesland and Elbe, arriving in New York in 
posses health. They were allowed to depart 

rom that city for the West by the health offi- 
cials on being properly disinfected, but when 
they reached Buffalo the Lake Shore road re- 
fused to take them. Ohio, Illinois, and Indi- 
ana have prohibited. immigrants. from 
entering those States who are 
able to show clean bills of 
from New Tork, and 
railroads refuse to take them on this account. 
The arrival of these people was at once made 
known to Health Commissioner Wende. A 
dozen or more of them had congregated in 
the Central Station un Exchange street when 
Dr. Wende arrived. He ins them 
finding no trace of the scourge, but deemed 
it best to have the visiters removed to outside 
quarters. Acvordingly they were transferred 
to cars on a side-track;*where they now re- 
main. Their baggage: has gone on West. 
The number of immigrants at Suspension 
Bridge is expected to increase if the authori- 
ties at New York continue to allow the roads 
to transport them. More will probably arrive 
in this city. 


REFUSED ADMITTANCE AT DETROIT. 


Italians and Germans Not Allowed to En- 
ter the United States There. 

Derroit, Mich., Sept. .19.—[Special. }— 
Owimg to the vast number of immigrants 
pouring daily into this State and city over the 
Canadian border Detroit is particularly ex- 
posed to cholera infection. ‘The result is that 
State and local officials and health officers are 
active to a degree hitherto unknown here. 
First came a twenty-day quarantine, which 
was almost immediately followed by an order 
of practical exclusion, as foreigners were re- 
fused admittance at the border, and Canadian 
them. The city will in a 
few days be ready to take care 
of all suspects who do creep in 
having purchased a big steamer for a hospital 
and today began preparing it. Fumigating 
boilers have been arranged to treat suspicious 
clothes and baggage on board the hospital- 
ship. The apparatus will be the same as that 
now in use at Charleston, N.C. Monday a 
big force of inspectors will begin a house to 
house aad yard to yard examination all over 
the city and all unsavory spots will be cleansed. 
This includes a general examination of closets 
and pluinbing. Sixty-six Italian and German 
r lacking clean bills of health from 
New York were detained across the border in 
Windsor today. They were taken away by 
the Grand Trunk. They are bound for Niagara 
Falls, but where they will be taken from there: 
no one knows. 

SabLr Srx. Marrs, Mich., Sept. 10.—[Sre- 
cial.|—All possible precautions are being 
taken here to prevent the entrance of cholera. 
Federal, State, and city officials are all vigi- 
lant and coéperating in efforts to keep out the 
plague. Immigrants are inspected and their 
baggage disinfected before they are allowed 
to cross the borders. Any from a district in- 
fected by the scourge are quarantined across 
the river, unless they can produce a satis- 
factory certificate of disinfection. A party 
of twenty-seven is now in quarantine at 
the Canadian Soo. They came“ over on the 
steamship Sarvia, one of them being direct 
from Hamburg. ‘they possessed a certificate 
of disinfection from the officers at the Quar- 
antine Station at Gross Island. From one of 
the party. however, it was learned that the 
only disinfection their baggage had received 
was by spreading it out on the ground and ex- 
posing it to the sun and wind. The immi- 
grants were accordingly quarantined, They 
are cooped up in a passenger car like rate in a 
trap. en, women, ana children are huddled 
together promiscuously in their uncomfort- 
able quarters and their condition is such as 
to be productive of disease instead 
of protection. It is likely that better 
and more healthful accommodations 
will be provided as soon as possible, It is the 
opinion of medical men here that à large and 
increasing number of pope, age kept across 
the river without proper shelter and without 
adequate facilities for bathing and disinfec- 
tion would be a menace not only to the heelth 
of this city but to the State and country at 
large. For these reasons there is an urgent 
demand fora properly equipped quarantine 
station at this point. Dr. G. W. Stoner of the 
United States Marine Hospital service, who 
was on duty here this week as quarantine in- 
spector, has made a report to his 1 in

Mayor Sullivan today began preparing to re- 
sist cholera in Indianapolis, Carpenters were 
sent to the pest-house to put it in shape to be 
used as a house of detention, Stoves, beds, 
and bedding were taken froin the City Hospi 
tal, and by 9 o’clock the place was in order to 
receive any sick persons who might be sent 
there. Inspectors were appointed to watch 
the trains and if necessary to detain any ber- 
song. who were sick.

A large 
number of men volunteered their services and 
were sworn in as deputies and went at once on 
duty. The hall was packed and everywhere 
there was a sentiment of indignation and or- 
ders were given to use every lawful means to 
prevent this step. | 


PROTESTS TO THE PRESIDENT. 


Gov. Abbett of New Jersey Thinks There 
Is Danger from Cholera at Sandy Hack, 
Loon Laxs, N. Y., Sept. 10 — The Presi- 

dent passed the day very quietly. Gov. Ab- 
bett of New Jersey protested against the use 
of Sandy Hook as a camp for passengers from 
the quarantined ships, saying that New Jersey 
had only ceded the territory for military 
purposes. He also complained that infected 
articles were thrown into the bay from the 
quarantined vessels, thus endangering the 
health of the places where they might 
be washed ashore. The President assured the 
Governor that the people of New Jersey 
would be protected by every possible safe- 
guard. In accordance with these assurances 
to Gov. Abbett the President sent strong in-

FOUND NO SYMPTOMS OF CHOLERA, 


Vessel from Hamburg Arrives at Quebeo— 
Quarantine Facilities Perfected. 
QugEuEc, Sept. 10.—The steamships Wandra- 
ham from Hamburg and Labrador from Liv- 
erpool arrived at quarantine early this 
morning. Dr. Montisambert boarded both 
steamers and examined the passengers, after 
which they were landed to receive a bath and 
in order that their clothing and effects could 
be fumigated. No symptoms of cholera have 
been discovered. The new sulphur blast is in 
operation at the quarantine station and works 
es as does the dioxide disinfector.

THE rg MAY EASILY BE 


A Milk Dealer Is Employed to Carry 
Cholera Patients to Hospital—Again 
the Disease Is Said to Be Abating in 
Hamburg, While Reports Show It Is 
Increasing in Russia—Steamship Com- 
panies Cease Fumigating Passengers 
and Baggage at Liverpool,

their good points, but their warmest friends 
hardly call them charitable. What have they 
done to show they feel {pr the Hamburgers?

Berlin Jews were prompt enough in finding 
funds for Buschoff when that interesting 
butcher was acquitted by the Cleves tribunal. 
I see no sign of any wish or intention on their 
part to help the Hamburgers. They were not 
shocked when they were bid by their police to 
treat cholera victims like lepers, and we know 
in most houses in the city one can read the 
notice, No beggars allowed here.” Perhaps 
they would be more open handed if the — 
lence really were in Berlin and not in Ham- 
burg, and although there seems no danger of 
their having to cope witha bad outbreak yet 
cholera has an way of decieving one. We 
are pot safe yet, though the scourge so far 


has spared us. 
How would Berlin stand the test if it had an 
epidemic? The streets here are „ the 
houses look clean, The police are admirably 
drilled and Berlin doctors are famous, but in 
poorer quarters in the Vorstadter, aud man 
older streets like Grunerweg, there is muc 
misery, much squalor, and much dirt, which 
would all help to spread the disease. Nor am 
I sure that the arrangements at the cholera 
hospitals are quite as perfect as we fancy. 
The other day a servant fell in a house at 
Charlottenburg. An appeal for an ambu- 
lance was sent to the Moabit Hospital. The 
answer sent back was: No vehicle available 
here, but means of transport may be found 
with Mr. So and So,” a milkman being 
named, The milkman, it appears, rents two 
si des of acourtyard. In a stable on one side 
he keeps his cholera carts. In another stable 
his milk carta. He — * of course, be care - 
ful not to mix milk cholera, but on the 
other hand he might not beso careful. If 
this is how things stand now when there is no 
strain put on the authorities, what would oc. 
cur in the event of a panie? 

Meanwhile much virtuous wrath is expressed 
at the gross carelessness and blunders of the 
Hamburgers. When Dr. Koch was sent to 
Hamburg lately his first visit was to the head- 
quarters of the Medical Commission. He was 
received at 9a, m. by a charwoman, whom he 
asked whether Dr. Kraus was visible. ‘* The 
Herr Doctor never comes here till 11.“ said 
the char woman. He lives at Reinbeck.“ 

„Are no other members of the commission 
here? asked Dr. Koch. ; 

, they don’t come till 9:30,” was the 
answer. 

On further inquiry he found that the men 
to whom the unfortunate inhabitants look for 
protection against cholera were in the habit of 
settling down to work at 11 and adjourning at 
2. But many things are strange in Hamburg. 
It is some comfort to reflect that Dr. Kraus, 
who was the head of the commission, had 
been sent about his business. MxLrzxx. 

The woman who arrived here Wednesday 
suffering from cholera is dead. No other cases 
of Asiatic cholera have occurred here. The 
two still in the Moabit Hospital] are recover- 
ing. A woman who was propadly infected 
while attendmg the funeral of her father is 
believed to have died of cholera at Wulkow, 
near Sanden. Rudersdorf Lake and the 
Tusedorf Canals, in the vicinity of Berlin, 
have been declared infected. Charlottenburg 
is free from infection. The Municipal Coun- 
cil has voted 300,000 marks for arti-cholera 
measures. Excepting Hambprg and Altong 
only about a score of cases are announced 
from the whole infected district of Germany. 
The prevailing cool, bright weather helps to 
disperse the plague. There is a rumor that 
several cases of cholera have occurred at 
Riga, Russia, but that they have been 
hushed up. , 


STEADY DECREASE AT HAMBURG. 


Figures Promised Today. 
{SPECIAL CABLE.! 

Hamsure, Sept. 10.—The steady decrease 
of cholera continues. The Statistical Bureau 
gives the figures-for yesterday as 310 new cases 
and 163 deaths, of which 128 cases and forty- 
one deaths belong to the previous day’s rec- 
ord. The police’ conveyed yesterday 158 per- 
sons to hospitals and buried seventy-eight 
bodies, which is an increase of eleven cases 
and a decrease of fourteen bodies, The epi- 
demic here is undoubtedly on the decrease. I 
have it on good authority that typical cholera 
cases are less numerous, while the character 
of the disease has, generally speaking, changed 
for the better. 

The difficulty arising from {the¥misleading 
statistics, which resulted in the resignation of 
Medical Inspector Kraus, has not yet been 
surmounted. The duty of providing the sta- 
tistics has been very properly transferred to 
the statistical department of the government 
and credible figures are promised for Sunday 
next. Full explanations of the official cuipa- 
bility have yet to be demanded and given. 
Fer the present such facts as are obtainable 
all point to a steady decline both in tke sever- 
ity and in the extent of the epidemic. A bet- 
ter feeling of security is gaining ground among 
the populace. 


MORE CASES REPORTED IN RUSSIA. 


That the Plague Was Abating 
Dashed by the Latest Returns, 

Sr. Perzrssurea, Sept. 10.—Again the hopes 
thatthe cholera had spent its strength have 
been dashed to the ground and the people are 
asking when the end will be. The official re- 
turns for Tuesday showed a decrease of 848 
new cases throughout Russia and 1,100 deaths, 
and this led to the belief that the disease was 
decreasing in virulence. This merning, when 
Wednesday’s returns for the whole empire 
were issued, it was seen that a comparison 
with Tuesday’s returns showed an increase of 
918 new cases and 927 deaths.

not unnecessarily visit cholera patients or 
cholera houses; receive no visitors from cholera 
ions. It is best to avoid large gatherings or 
even schools during cholera times. 
Do not handle or use any food coming from a 


- house where cholera exists; in case of any possi- 


ble doubt whether the food comes from where the 
disease exists it should be boiledor cooked. This 
applies particularly to milk. As milk can but 
rarely be traced to its source all milk should be 
boiled. Ten minutes actual boiling kills the 
er germs without fail. 


ll water except that of deep springs and arte- 
sian well water may contain cholera germs dur- 
ing the epidemic. not question whether there 
are germs in the water or not, but be on the safe 
side and boil every drop of water before it is used 
If the water does con-

Hence, after contact 
with any suspicious object wash your hands 
8 with soap and disinfect them if pos- 
sible; The cholera germs are only visible with 
the microscope, hence you cannot tell by the eye 
whether they are present in any article or not. 
As cholera germs can increase in number in 
many foods, in milk and in refuse and dirt, a

Pr he disease is never caught through the air, 
like smallpox. The cholera patient is totally 
harmless to others if they do not touch him or the 

articles soiled by him. 
No medical preventives of cholera are known. 
Do not neglect proper precautions for useless and 
probably harmful: means recommended by irre- 
sponsible persons. The notion that fear increases

What to Do if Cholera Appears. 

Get a physician as quick as possible. For the 
sake of public — have the patient taken to a 
cholera hospital.

The discharges of the patient should be caught 
in vessels and disinfected before they are removed. 
If they are thrown on the ground. into cess pools

If the hands 
have touched soiled articles they should be at 
once disinfected.

Cholera germs are killed by drying if thorough 
and prolonged for hours. In the case of walls of 
rooms and mattresses and other unwieldy articles, 
if they cannot. be easily disinfected by otner 
means, thorough drying for at least six days with 
closed doors but open windows can be trusted to 
kill the germs unless the room is damp. But it is 
oe to rely on other means.of disinfection if pos-

In such 
a locality infectious germs or toxine that orig- 
inate and multiply outside of the living body, as 
those of cholera and a fever, cannot multi- 
ply or develop an epidemic. 


Importance of Cleanliness. 


R it is ot the very highest import- 
ance that the municipal authorities maintain ab- 
solute cleanliness of streets, alleys, and vacant 
lots, efficient drainage as possible and an abund- 
ance of lake water, and that every individual 
should maintain still greater cleanliness of his 
own premises and household. The permanent 
maintenance of such a sanitary condition not only 
renders the prevalence of strictly in- 
fectious diseases in epidemic forms impossible, 
but it lessens the ratio of sickness and mortality 
from all epidemic diseases from year to year. 

I said at the commencement of this brief paper 
that a third important means for counteracting 
the prevalence of cholera consisted in maintain- 
ing the proper sanitary condition of the individ- 
ual members of the community. Individual 
cleanliness and habits of life are hardly less im- 
portant or less efficacious in preventing 


the development of infectious diseases than un- 


cleanliness of the soil, water, and air of any given 
locality. Good personal hygiene means cleanli- 
ness of person, appropriate clothing, habitual 


‘exercise of body and mind, the regular use of 


such food and drink as will preserve the most 
perfect balance between the natural processes of 


33 and waste, and such occupation as in- 


spires mental confidence and cheerful expecta- 


I have often been asked what one should eat 
and drink during the cholera season to lessen the 
danger ofan attack. My uniform answer has 
been to take just such time and amount of food 
and drink as in all other seasons has kept you in 

the most active and perfect health, and take both 
at the regular meal times, and those times only. 
The living human body always resists the inroad 
of cholera germsand all other infections most 
perfectly when the blood and tissue cells 
of the various organs are the 
most natural physiological condition. Conse- 
quently all excesses and irregularities in eating 
or drinking are injurious, as also are excessive 
and exhausting mental and physical work. And 
still more injurious is the use of any unnatural 
drinks, which, like those containing alcohol, di- 
rectly interfere with the function of the 
homoglobin of tbe blood and diminish the 
activity of both the leucocytes and 
tissue cells, and gue @ greatly impair 
the resisting power of the whole system. Abun- 
dant experience has shown an alley filled 
with decaying garbage does not more certainly 
invite cholera — to the neighborhood than 
does the use of alcoholic drinks invite them to the 
tissues of the individuals who use such drinks. 

Dr. Sarah H. Stevenson reported that the 
Municipal Order League was ready to codp- 
erate with the society, and then Dr. Weber 
suggested that the city should secure its own 
bacteriologist and bacteriological instruments. 
Dr. Gradle said Dr. Belfield was prepared to

GRAND TRUNK TAKING PRECAUTIONS 


Vigilance Against the Cholera at the Ca- 
nadian Border and Blue Island. 

The Chicago and Grand Trunk railway is 
taking every precaution to keep immigrants 
from bringing cholera into the United States. 
G. B. Reeve, General Traffic Manager, has 
been looking after the matter. He was 
out of the city yesterday, but from 
his clerk it was learned that 
the road is, taking stringent measures. 
Immigrants ‘ate all sent through Sarnia, 
none of them being allowed to enter the 
United States through Detrpit. At Sarnia 
every nger is given a thurough inspec- 
tion. hen one is found who seems at all 
suspicious he is held in quarantine at Port 
Edward, just above Sarnia, where he stays 
till every shadow of danger passes away.

Accommodations for 300 Patients at the 
Contagious Disease Hospital. 

Although the Health Department is suffi- 
ciently thankful that it was not called on to 
cope with a case of cholera, yet the officers 
consider that their arrangements for handling 
diseased patients are first-class.

FOR BRINGING CHOLERA TO AMERICA. 


Excuses for the Packet Company Made by 
C. Ramm, Its Western Agent. 

C. Ramm, Western agent for the Hamburg- 
American Packet company, has only lame 
excuses to offér on behalf of his concern for 
bringing cholera infected passengers to Amer- 
ican shores. When seen at his office, No. 125 
La Salle street, yesterday he characterized 
the policy of his company as a deplorable 
misfortune which filled him with alarm. He 
said that he was glad the responsibility 
did not rest on his houlders. 
He did not blame Ne York 
2 for being indignant. The rumor that 

‘ew-Yorkers had threatened to burn the ves- 
sels of the Hamburg-American Packet com- 
pany alarmed him, and he huped the com- 

any’s agents would not be driven away from 
astern cities. He said he was apprehensive 
of serious results to the company’s business. 

In explanation of the situation Mr. Ramm 


said: 

„Aug. 27 the Scandia left Hamburg, and, 
although we had heard of several cases of 
cholera, we did not think it dangerous tↄ put 
to sea with 33 The best authorities 
were consulted. ey told us we were safe. 
It is unfortunate that cholera broke out dur- 
ing the voyage, but I do not. consider it a 
fault ofthe company. Everything was done 
to insure the safety of the assen- 
gers and the Amercan people. e did 
not know that we carried infection. It is true 
that the company knew cholera was raging in 
Hamburg, but the physicians there said it 
was not among the emigrants, but had been 
carried from Paris.“ 

„May not the physicians have been glad to 

t the emigrants out of Hamburg?“ 

“I do not think that likely.“ 

„Haze you other boats on the way to 
American ports? 

“Only one carrying emigrants—the Bohe- 
mia, which left Aug. 30 with 682 steerage pas- 
sengers, three — after the Scandia sailed. 
The Bohemia will arrive next week. 

Didn't the company know that taking 
passengers out of Hamburg at a time when 
the cholera was ragi among all classes 
there would spread the disease?“ 

Les, but it was the only thing for us to do. 
We would have been obliged to have kept the 
emigrants at our expense, and it was safer for 
them to make the voyage than to have staid in 
the city.

FUNDS TAKEN FROM THE LOMBARD 
INVESTMENT COMPANY.

The Auditor and Treasurer of the Kansas 
City Office Abscond to Mexico with the 
Money—Extradition Papers Issued and 
Orders Given for Their Arrest—One of 
the Men Had Led a Gay Life—Spent 
Money Lavishly on the Theater—The 
Other Was Not So Rapid. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Sept. 10.—[Special.]— 
Montgomery H. Lewis, late Auditor, and H. 
W. Lee Russell, late Treasurer, of the local 
office of the Lombard Investment company, 
which had offices in this city, in New York, | 
Chicago, Philadelphia, and London, are in the 
City of Mexico with more than $100,000 of the 
company’s money, 

Lewis as Auditor had access to all the books 
and it was easy for him to manipulate the 
figures, which he did in a dozen ways. Russell 
as Treasurer handied the reports and mail 
from the correspondents of the company. 
Sometimes he made false entries of the sale 
of bonds on which there was accrued interest. 
Sometimes he took cash from the safe, ac- 
counting for it by false entries on the cash 
books or by false ‘drafts.’ 

The pair left the Lombard company early 
in the summer, and it was by accident that 
their defalcations were unearthed. Had af. 
fairs in the office of the Lombard Investment 
company run along in their ordinary chan- 
nels it would probably have been months be- 
fore there would have been any cause to sus- 
pect Lewis or Russell. 

In the latter part of July, or early 
in August, expert accountants came here from 
Philadelphia to check up and audit the books 
of the company. In doing this they stumbled 
across one page of Lewis’ journal that did 
not balance. Lewis was quite intimate with 
Russel], the Treasurerof the company. From 
this arose the suspicion that Russell’s books 
might show that he was a de- 
faulter. Almost the first glance into 
his accounts brought to light a steal, and fur- 
ther examination led to the discovery that the 
Treasurer and office Auditor were equally 
guilty, although Russell did not gain as 
much money by his dishonesty as did Lewis. 
His attempts to cover up his guilt” were 
clumsy indeed, wholly unlike Lewis. So far 
as discovered his stealings aggregate about 
half those of Lewis, although his opportuni- 
ties to get his hands on as much money as did 
the Auditor were good.

Russell was located at Monterey, in Old

that prompted his letter, which, in truth, had 
been received before any defalcation became 
known. The man to whom it was ad 
innocent of Russell’s wrongdoing, replied by 
wire, as requested, that an overhauling of the 
books was in progress. 

Upon the discovery of the defalcation a de- 
detective was at once hastened toward Monte- 
rey. At Laredo he obtained information 
that Russell had gone t. the City of Mexico. 
Simultaneously the detective ascertained ‘that 
Lewis had been in the City of Mexico all the 
time. 4 
Two indictments were returned against each 
of the men last Monday. Orders were given 
that the fact of the finding of the bills should 
be withheld from the public until extradition 
papers were secured men placed under 
arrest in the City of Mexico. W. E. Swentzel, 
Second Vice-President and general manager 
of the company, left Monday night for Wash- 
ington and secured extradition 2 which 
are now on their way to the City of 
Mexico by express, The arrest of the two 
men was ordered today by telegraph 
through the American Consul,

Lewis and Russell are members of the Uni- 
versity club, Lewis was one of unmar- 
med swells of the town. His box parties at 
the theater last season were the talk of the 
town, One week he spent $500 entertaining 
actresses of the Bostonians troupe. He was 
an ideal society man. His jet black hair and 
dark eyes set off a pale, smooth shaven face 
in a way that gives him quite a distinguished 
appearance. He 1s about five feet nine inches 
tall and well proportioned. He is 28 years old. 

| Russell Lived Quietly. 

Of Russell there is much less to be said. He 
lived quietly at a hotel with his wife and child. 
He was not known to be extravagant in his 
tastes, and no cause is i or his dis- 
honesty. : 

Despite the extravagance of Lewis, his 
banker here asserts that he took many 
thousand dollars of his stealings to Mexico 
with him. He had a large salary from the 
Lombard company. 

Lewis is now Secretary of the Edward Butts 
Manufacturing company of the City of Mex. 
co. Russell is Vice-President of that company. 

When Russell went to Mexico his wife and 
child went to Illinois, where they lived with 
relatives. About six weeks ago Mrs. Russell 
and her child passed through this city on their 
way to Mexico. They made a short stay. The 
cheerful actions of Mrs. Russell at this time 
indicated that she had no knowledge of the 
impending storm. 

he investigation which led to the discovery 
of the embezzlement was begun at in- 
stance of William McGeorge of Philadelphia, 
a heavy stockholder in the company, who sus- 
pected that the dividends were falling off at a 
rate not warranted by the business done by 
the company. He demanded that an expert 
examination of all the company’s books be 
made and E. P. Moxey and Andrew J. Riley, 
the expert accountants from Philadelphia, 
were put to work on the books. 

Another result of the discovery was made 
kpown tonight when Expert Moxey said that, 
although the examination of the books has 
been in progress for twelve weeks, and it is 
not nearly complete yet, other embezzle- 
ments had been discovered much larger 
those of Lewis and Russel.

The officers of the company said today that 
the money stolen was all from the profits, as 
they were made so that the assets of the com- 
pany have been in no way impaired.

ZIMMERMAN’S GREAT MILE, 


He Makes It in 2:06 4-5, Better Time than 
Nancy Hanks’. 

Ever since George Taylor made the mile in 
2:11 the wheelmen have been engaged in a fierce 
discussion as to the merits of three or four of the 
most noted racing men on the track, but upon 
glancing at the work which Zimmerman did Fri- 
day at Springfield, Mass., they do not hesitate a 
moment in saying that he is without an equal in 
the world. His mile with a flying start in 2:06 4-5 
is one-tifth of asecond better than that of the fa- 
mous trotting mare Nancy Hanks on a regulation 
track, and assuming that he himself knows of 
what he is talking he is even fit to beat that cele- 
brated animal’s time of 2:054% on the kite-shaped 
track. Nota wheelman doubts it. Every one of 
them is prostrate at the feet of Zimmerman, the 
most remarkable rider that ever bestrode a whee! 
~the pluckiest, the fastest, the most magnani- 
mous, the most popular. 

It has often been said that Zimmerman did not 
know how fast he vas, and from his recent per- 
formances it would seem that there was a good 
deal of truth in the statement. Windle has — 
himself his superior at the half by hs “of that dis- 
tance in 1:01 1-5, which is three-fifths of a second 
faster than Zimmerman’s work. But for all that 
it cannot be logically concluded that the Millbury 
man is the equal of the New Jersey man at the 
half or at the mile or at any distance. They are 
not well matched in competition, for ever since 
Zimmerman became famous a couple of diet ago 
by administering his first defeat to Windle he has 
gone on beating him and this year has alw ore 
shown him a clean pair of heels. What Wia 
may d in a trial against the watch is another ques- 

tion. He has made but one effort thus far this year, 
his his half which yielded the time of 1011-5, and 
evidently has resolved not to let himself loose un- 
til he is confident that he can dispossess somebody 
of record honors. His work on the track did not 
begin until a month ago and may be supposed to 
lead up tothe record-breaking contests which 
will occur at Springfield from now on. 

The other two men who are fit associates for 
‘Zimmerman are Ta 1 the present holder of the 
world’s mile record with a standing start, and 
Tyler, the flyer, who qualified to fame by riding a 

alf in company with Windle and Zimmerman in 
1:02 3-5. In all justice and fairness to Taylor it 
must be said that, although he has been defeated 
time and again by Zimmerman and the others 
mentioned since he broke the record, cumpetition 
is not his forte. He may have a lot more in him 
than 2:ll for a mile, but if he has not, then he is 
most assuredly three seconds in the mile slower 
than Zimmerman. At the half he is not within 
three seconds of Windle or within two seconds of 
Tyler by actual performance. 

These four men form unto themselves a class. 
Others may be lively enough to make a race inter- 
esting forthem, but judged exclusively by the 
speed of which they are capable there are no men 
in the world, save possibly Lumsden, George 
Smith, Berlo, and Sanger, who can approach 
them. Positively they are superlative,

“The filthy places cf the city sre bemg 
cleaned as rapidly as our resources and facili- 
ties will admit.“ said Dr. Hayt of the Health 
Department yesterday, and the First Ward 
will soon be cleaner, probably, than it has 
been for a generation. We started at the 
river, and are now as far south as Polk street 
on the west, aad what vileness and unclean- 
ness we encountered! The accumulated filth, 
in places, too, where one would not expect it 
and should not find it, was absolutely astound- 
ing as well as sickening.”

„We take it to the crematory at Maxwell 
and Lombard streets and burn it.“

Heavey, however, is now making ready, by 
the building of platforms, to receive 120 tons 
ef garbage daily, and will then run 
the furnace day and night.

Reliable authorities pro- 
nounce the bill good. It bears the evidence 
ot having been in active circulation since it 
was issued.

„The bill,” said Mr. Hoffman, came into 
our office through the hands of one ofour col- 
lectors who attends to the city trade. He 
does not know where he got it. except that it 
came from some grocery store. receiv- 
ing tellers of the First National bank pro- 
nounce the bill good. They say that in all 
their experience they never ran across a Case 
of this kind. Uncle Sam has surely made a 
bull. I am told by the bankers that the 
stamping machine in the Treasury Depart- 
ment takes up one bill at a time and stamps 
at. It is a mystery how this bill ever got out 
of the Treasury without being stamped. Was 
it stolen? If so, others might have been 
stolen, for it would be as easy tosteala 
thousand as one, when -_ 1 8 inspection of 
the department is conside 

ee $s Goes not seem possible that this bill 
could have stuck to another bill and passed 
out with a companion, for the reason that it 
would have been discovered in passing through 
the bands of inspectors. Who is prepared to 
say there may not have been a conspiracy 
in the Treasury Department, and that many 


| notes are out? This bill has been in circula- 


tion for a long time, and evidently the Treas- 
ury Department has not heard ofit. Many 
others may be out in the same way. or- 
dinary observer would not detect the absence 
of the number. . 

This hote may give rise to interesting 
complications. Suppose I was to present it 
to the Treasury for coin. How are the clerks 
to check back or identify the bill in any way? 
This nondescript $2 bill may cause Uncle Sam 
a pile of trouble some day, but I mean to 
keep it as a curiosity for some length of 
time. 

Gen. Rosecrans, Register of the r 
says he never heard of a $2 bill going out of the 
Treasury without an official number, and is 
inclined to believe the note detected in Chi- 
cagoa forgery. From the time a note is 
printed to the time it 1s issued, he says, it 
passes through the hands of fifty people, who 
for defects, and he is unable to 


- account for the unnumbered bill except on the 


basis of forgery. . 
The Secret Service officials know ofno coun- 
terfeit of the kind described, but it is a fact 
that some silver notes of the series of 1890 
were printed on paper which was said to be 


capable of easy counterfeiting.

His Horse Falls and the Ex-Mayor’s Right 
farm Is Broken Near the Shoulder. 
Ex-Mayor Carter H. Harrison, editor of the 
Times, received injuries yesterday morning 
while taking his usual horseback ride which 
will-confine him to his house for some weeks. 
His horse slipped and fell and before Mr.

TRUMBLEY STABBED IN THE NECK. 


The Ex-Prize Fighter Assailant of Joseph 
Fish Narrowly Escapes Death. 

John Trumbley, the ex-pugilist, who bru- 
tally assaulted Joseph Fish soine four months 
ago, was attacked and almost killed in the 
County Jail yesterday by a fellow prisoner, 
Michael Prince, colored, who plunged a knife 
deep into Trumbley’s neck, When the guards 
interfered Prince stabbed Guard Wallace in 
the arm and narrowly missed the face of 
Guard Schieffer. The physicians said Trum- 
bley could not live, but he was walking around 
five hours after the assault. 

Friday, while the prisoners were exercising 
in the corridor, John Smith, colored, Prince’s 
cellmate, started to step over a rope stretched 
between the corridors. Trumbley pulled the 
rope up and Smith fell to the floor. He ro- 
sented the „ and the ex-prize fighter 
knocked him down. Later Trumbley apolo- 

ized, and the two shook hands over the affair. 

esterday, shortly before noon, Trumbley 
and Prince met at the west end of the north 
corridor. 
Tou did up Smith yesterday, said Prince, 
„ and now I am going to do you up so bad 
you’il not forget it soon. 

„Go away, Prince,” said Trumbley. I’ve 
got no quarrel with you.“ 

Without another word the colored man 
drew a knife and made a rush for Trumbley, 
who fied up the corridor. At its end Trum- 
bley turned and the negro struck at him. 
Trumbley dodged that blow, but quick as a 
flash Prince sank the knife into his neck ano 
drew it forward with all his strength. Guards 
Wallace and Schieffer then sei the negro, 
who fought desperately and stabbed Wallace 
twice, cutting the guard’s coatsleeve and 
scratching his arm. Schieffer also narrowly 
escaped a knife thrust. Prince was finally 
overpowered and thrown into the dungeon. 
It took two physicians two hours to stanch 
the flow of blood from Trumbley’s wound, 
which was four inches long and two and a halt 
inches deep ir parts. 24 

Trumbley is serving a thres months’ jail 
sentence for his assault on Fish. Both Smith 
and Prince are charged with highway robbery 
and burglary. and are awaiting the action of 
the grand jury. Jailer Morris says some one 
who was visiting Prince must have passed 
him the knife through the wire cage. The 
County Commissioners refused to provide a 
screen through which nothing could be passed, 
as it would cost $300 or $400. As it now 1s al. 
most any sort of knife or file can be pas 
through the screen.

HIS HOTEL KEEPERS REAPING A 
HARVEST OF GOLD. 


Americans, Says Harold Frederic, Throng 

| the Streets of London Town and Won- 
der When They Can Get Home—Many 
Dreading the Siege at Quarantine Will 
Not Return Until Winter—Pending the 
Distribution of This Money English 
Workingmen Are Poorly Off, 

: a [SPECIAL CABLE. } 

Loxpox, Sept. 10.—In temperate zones Sep- 
ember has a ways been the most favorable 
month for the spread of cholera. The fact 
has been demonstrated many times, yet on 
éach new occasion it has to be learned all over 
again. Probably in former ages, when life 
was long and facts were few, people remein- 
bered things better. Nowadays it is different. 

For example, we still get dispatches from 
various continental points saying that im- 
provement is now expected, since there has 
been a copious rainfall. The truth is that 
nothing else sends choleraic contagion booming 
in all directions like rain, soaking into 
the earth. September is a peculiarly deadly 
month in cholera epideinics just because of its 
rains. After this, however, the pest generally 
subsides, notso much on account of cold 


weather, for St. Petersburg had a sharp chol- 


era Visitation during ah arctic winter, but be- 
cause the water sources get washed out and 
purified and the consumption of fruit and 
new vegetables diminishes. 

Save for a marked strengthening of its grip 
‘on the slums of Paris, the pestilence has not 
given us much that is new to talk-about during 
the week. It is apparently dying out in Russia; 
slowly, but still steadily, and in Hamburg 
also they are trying manfully to believe that 
it is on the wane.. Such deep distrust has 
been inspired, though, by earlier corflicts be- 
tween official figures and ascertained facts 
that people are skeptical about Hamburg’s re- 
ported improvement. . 

Tom Fielders, the reporter who leaped from 
the deck of the Fulda-to the tossing tug below 
and brought the first story of the loss of the 
Oregon to the New York Times, has been over 
to the pest-stricken city this week study- 
ing the situation for the new half. 
penny London paper called Morning. 
He reports that 100 gravediggers work 
from dusk to dawn, fifty digging trenches and 
fifty fillmg them up, and yet all of them are 
unable to keep up with the procession of 
brewers’ carts hauling coffins from the hos- 
pital, Two or three other American newspa- 
per men have been over. Some are still in 
Hamburg, but I have not learned that any 
English journal has deputed any Englishman 
to make the visit. 

| Experts in Russia. 

One curious fact has been noted that the 
Russian doctors seem to have handled the 
disease in a number of large Russian towns 
with much more scientific intelligence and 

better results than have been forthcoming in 
either Germany or France. Prof. Virchow 
returns to Berlin from St. Petersburg loudly 
praising the methods and ‘new appliances found 
in use there, and he has had severul of the latter, 
notably iu relation to the popular supply of 
boiled water, set up in the German capital. 
Bacteriologists of Western Europe also ac- 


knowledge the greatest indebtedness to the 


skillful and brilliant experiments made by 
Russian physicians in out-of-the-way places, 
such as Tiflis and Kurks. 
. Hearing things like this, one leaps to the 
conclusion that Russia cannot after all be the 
rude, uncivilized lana that writers represent it 
to be. That conclusion has for generations 
lain at the root of all civilized misconceptions 
of Russia in other lands. It relatively is safe 
to regard scientific attainments as a test of 
national edvantement. Russia is a curious- 
ly perverse and paradoxical exception. There 
you will find a perfectly oriental city 
without a single sewer, or the most elementa- 
ry notion of sanitation or decency of any sort, 
yet superbly lighted: by electric lights and 
served by electric railways and discussing 
with acute interest the most obtuse problems 
of physical and physiological science: Some- 
thing of this is due to the fact that the Slavic 
mind has been bent in that direction. More- 
over, it is accounted for by the existence of 
an iron despotism which forces all sthe intel- 
lectual elements of the country into the po- 
litically harmless grooves of the microscope 
and dynamo by making Siberia the penalty for 
meddling with anything else. 

These British Islands may well offer up 
pious thanksgivings for this cholera scare. 
As there has been no panicky resort to indis- 
criminate quarantine their domestic sea- 

board business has suffered no particu- 
lar obstruction. Their hereditary freedom 
from nonsense about bothering newcomers 
has brought over many thousands of well-to- 
do visitors from Germany, France, and Bel- 
gium, who swarm atthe English coast resorts, 
taking their seaside amusements more sadly 
than usual, no doubt, and à good deal puzzled 
at the discovery that in England, which bears 
such an evil moral name abroad, men and 
women are not allowed to bathe within sight 

of one another. But still they are glad they 
came. 


England's Opportunity. 

Vastly more important is it that the huge 
army of Americans which is customarily en- 
riching continental resorts for tourists is now 
encamped in serried legions all over the face 
of England. Scotland, Ireland, and Wales. 
There never has been anything like it since 
the Norman conquest. London's hotels liter- 


ally groan under the weight df Saratoga 


trunks: To dine at the Savoy now or at the 
Victoria is like being at Delmonico’s. Ap- 
parently everybody you know in America is 
there. Stratford, Warwick, Kenilworth, 
Chester all now speak with a Ver- 
mont accent aud Killarney dreams o' 
nights that Chicago is an illusion and 
the World's Fair is really being held there.

A good many societies put up their shutters, 
but this group, haaded by the Liberator 
Building Society, all more or less managed by 
Spencer Balfour, withstood the strain and 
continued to pay such dividends that they 
even attracted lots of people who had been 
previously victimized by the others, If they 
are all going by the board now, as seems 
likely, there will not only bea loss of many 
millions sterling among these thousands cf 
shareholders and depositors, but a collapse of 
the building trade which will affect other 
thousands of workmgmen iu a dozen crafts. 


Pledged to Gladstone. 


The Trades Union Congress at Glasgow 
does uot seem to have advanced the millen- 
nium by any violent forward iurch. On the 
face of things the eight-hour men won a more 
pronounced -victorg than ever, but the tones 
of discussion raise a suspicion that the great 
body of workers are much more open to rea- 
sonable argument on the subject than before. 
A prefessed adhesion to it as a formula has 
become more general, but it seems to me 
there is a wide growing disposition 
to regurd it only as a formula. For 
the rest the moderate men sat upon 
the cranks and blatant frauds more fre- 
quently and emphatically than on some pre- 
vious occasions, and the few scattering at- 
tempts to use the organization as a tender to 
Tory partisan design signally failed. The re- 
election of Fenwick as Secretary in effect 
pledges the whole Labor party at the polls as 
well as in Parliament to a loyal support 
of Gladstune, home rule, and the Liberal 
party. : 

The International Oriental Congress has 
not had any special feature this year 
equal to the sensational paper on the dwarf 
tribes of Morocco read last year, which 
stirred up so much excitement for a fortnight 
and has been forgotten since, but it has de- 
veloped much of solid value. Max Muller’s 
inaugural address and Gladstone’s long and 
exhaustive paper on the Phenecian elements 
in the Hoinerie poems are weighty discourses 
with not much of novelty. Far more striking 
was Prof. Hechler’s exhibition of a recently 
discovered papyrus manuscript containing a 
portion of the Septuagint and undoubtedly 
the oldest scriptural document extant. It has 
furnished several clews to hitherto unfathom- 
able differences between the Hebrew and 
Ptolemaic Greek translations, and has stirred 


searching Egypt for other papyri of. the past 
Ptolemaic times. 
Archaic Discoveries. 

Egypt is also still the center of the most 
important archaic discoveries, and the chief 
interest of the year is focused on excavations 
at Tel el Amarna, where tables have been 
found giving in detail the history of Canaan 
a century before Joshua’s conquest. 
They show, moredver, that the Egyptians 
of that period understood Babylo- 
nian cuneiform writing, and used it in its 
diplomatic correspondence with the Assyrians. 
Prof. Sayee, presiding in the section of Assyr- 
iology, feels able this ygar to claim for Baby- 
lonian. civilization priority in antiquity over 
Egyptian. There is such a splendid digging 
force in the whole East that the congress was 
full of confidence that the coming year would 
be one of unrivaled discoveries, advancing 
our knowledge of the far past. 

The Churchill family is so well known in 
America, and invites public attention to it at 
so many points, that there can be no harm in 
relating a whimsical incident which was told 
me the other day by a man who has personal 
knowledge of its truth. During the recent 
campaign there was a Primrose Leagu® meet- 
ing arranged for a large provincial town. The 
Dowager Duchess of Marlborough and Lord 
Randolph Churchill both accepted invitations, 
and both were advertised among the sveakers. 
A couple of days before the meeting the man- 
ager got word from both expressing regret at 


their inability to attend, and posted up to 


London in despair to see what could be the 
matter. The dowager confided to him that 
she made it a rule never to take part in a 
meeting when her son was present, because he 
always laughed at her speeches. 

Randolph, on his side, explained confiden- 
tially to the manager that he had been giad 
to come, but when he saw the announcement 
that his mother was coming, he was forced to 
decline, because her presence on the platform 
made him so fidgety it was impossible for him 
to make a speech.

tion. The whole thing is aescribed as dra- 
matic in the extreme; with masterly orches- 
tration and numerous very beautiful choral 
bits. 

Not to Be Considered Immigrants.

ITALY AND FRANCE COO TOGETHER. 


Assurances of Distinguished Consideration 
One to the Other. 
erna CABLE! ; 

Pants, Sept. 10.—This city is taking on its 
winter aspect. The theaters are reopening, 
but they are not as yet producing new pieces 
and politics 1s beginning to be lively again. 
This week two important events attract atteo- 
tion—M. de Giera and M. Ribot at Alx -les- 
Bains and tne visit to the French fleet. The 
Franco-Russian alliance is as strong as ever. 
Although the Russian Chancellor is ill, yet he 
desired to see the French Minister. Several 
political measures were discussed and adopted 
during the interview of the diplomatists 
at Aix-les-Bains. The Russian military 
commission went along the frontier 
with the French Generals, Gallifet and Miri- 
bel. All the fortified places were inspected, 
and the basis of a future military treaty in 
case of need was discussed. On the other 
hand, the French fleet hag been well received 
at Genoa, although there was not that re- 
markable enthusiasm as at Cronstadt. But 
there was a very cordial reception by the 
Italian King of Admiral Rieunier, who bore 
a letter from President Carnot. The inter- 
view lasted fifty minutes, which was quite a 
long time for such à reception. In the streets 
there were cries of “ Evviva Francia,” and 
the French officers were warmly welcomed. 


This is a good sign. for peace, and the inci- 


dent proves that the animusity between France 
and Italy is not so great as some would have 
us believe in past-years. The more the two 
peoples are brought together the more diffi- 
cult it will become for sovereigns to precip- 
itate war, 

The King of Italy sees that what his Minis. 
ters have been saying, that France is the ene- 
my of Italy, is all wrong. France seizes the 
first opportunity offered to take part in a 
demonstration which will show her friendli- 


ness toward Italy and her monarch. But we 


need not believe that tne fétes at Genoa will 
dissipate all cause for discussion between 
France and Italy. Until King Humbert shall 
leave the triple alliancen the old commercial 
and political relations will not be. reéstab- 
lished. But animosity is not so-apparent and 
the danger to peace isa great deal less. The 
hard feeling is as fast disappearing on this 
side of the Alps as on the other side.

BURIAL OF JOHN GREENLEAF WHITTIER. 


Thousands View the Body as It Lies in 
State—Large Attendance on the Services.

The remains 
of the departed poet, in a broadcloth covered 
casket and surrounded with beautiful floral 
tributes, lay in state in the parlor of his home

During that time thousands passed in and took 

a farewell glance at the calm, peaceful face of 

the sweet singer. 

At 2:80 o’clock the funeral services were 


held in the garden in the rear of the house. 


There was a large attendance. The Quaker 
form of service was used, in accordance with 
the request of the deceased. The interment 
was in the Friends’ section of Union Ceme- 
tery, at Bartlett’s Corner. Floral tributes 
were received from all over the country, many 
of the 7 being elaborate.

BELIEVED THAT GERMANY’S CAP. 
ITAL WILL ESCAPE, 


Permission Given to Cremate All Bodies 
of Known Cholera Victims—Great Busi- 
ness Losses Suffered at Hamburg—Many 
Americans Will Leave Their Baggage 
in the Stricken City Fearing That Fumi- 
gation Will Spoil the Contents of Their 
Trunks—Probable Growth of a Power- 
ful Party in the Reichstag.

Berry, Sept. 10.—The Berlin authorities 
consider that the foreign press exaggerates 
the condition of affairs in Hamburg. Cholera 
is bad enough in the poorer and older quar- 
ters of the city, but the middle and upper 
class residents would not have known of the 
existence of the epidemic except for the in- 
formation gleaned through the newspapers. 
If the view that Hamburg is pest-polluted 
throughout its bounds could have been justi- 
fied, the Imperial Board of Health would have 
assented to the suggestion of the alarmiste to 
isolate the city and its suburbs and interdict 
all communication with them. The Ministers, 
however, took special advice of Prof. Vir- 
chow, Prof. Koch, and other authorities, and 
arrived at the conclusion that a rigorous sys- 
tem of surveillance would be sufficient protec- 
tion. 

Many fugitive families from Hamburg have 
now sought shelter at Stralsund, Rostock, and 
other places in Mecklenburg-Schwerin, and 
the disease is almost unknown among them, 
Many of these families have just reason to 
complain of the arbitrary and illegal meas- 
ures taken by the petty local authorities in 
trying to debar them from admission to hotels 
and lodging houses. The Imperial Board of 
Health has sent instructions to the local au- 
thorities with a view to restraining them from 
adopting im moderate measures. 

A debate of the Berlin municipal officers on 
the proposition to vote 300,000 marks for anti- 
cholera sanitation was the occasion for the de- 
velopment of their party program by the 
Socialist members, Dr. Zeadek declared that 
temporary relief, such as the appropriation of 
300,000 marks, however desirable it might be, 
could not be held as permanent security 
against an epidemic. If the present 
scare stimulated the energies of the 
municipal authorities to ameliorate the con- 
dition of the working classes with respect to 
food and houses 1t would be a blessing in dis- 
guise. The Socialists contended that the sani- 
tary, ambulance, and hospital services ought 
to be placed under the control of the munic- 
ipality, and that the poor ought not to be 
left to the mercy of occasional charity. Dr. 
Zeadek’s remarks elicited strong expressions 
of both approval and dissent. Upon the whole 
the Socialists scored through the e of 
their arguments upon the public outside the 
Council. Count von Eulenberg, Prussian 
Minister of the Interior, to whom the munic- 
ipal authorities appealed for permission to 
cremate the bodies of cholera victims, har 
given his assent to the cremation of bodies 
when an autopsy absolutely proves that death 
resulted from cholera. Not a single case re- 
quiring cremation has occurred here since the 
Minister’s assent was given. As a matter of 
fact Berlin is remarkably healthy. A sanitary 
commission is preparing a report showing 
that the city is free of choleraic disorders and 
that the chance of cholera becoming epidemic 


here is nil. 1 
Berliners Quiet Down. 


Among the public here the scare has utterly 
vanished. Even the hotels have now’ ceased 
to reject guests from Hamburg. A panicky 
feeling, however, continues to prevail in the 
rural distriets. An instance 
given at Alt-Ruppin, a town of Prussia, where 
a volunteer corps has been organized to guard 


strangers out until they have been subjected 
to a week’s quarantine. The town of Pine is 
similarly cordoned and has shut itself off from 
all communication with visitors even from ad- 
joining districts. The mild, autumnal weather, 
with occasional rains, tends to the salubrity 
of Northern Germany. 

Business reports from Hamburg grow 
worse. It is estimated thatthe financial and 
commercial losses there already reach a total 
of 200,000,000 marks. The disclosures of the 
horrible sanitary state of the city and its sub- 
urbs have caused a free discusion of the ques- 
tion as to whether the Hamburg Senate ought 
not to be deprived of its admunistration of 
affairs and the Prussian Government assume 
control. Prince Bismarck’s people at Fried- 
richsruhe, who drew their household supplies 
from Hamburg, have been in a condition 
bordering on a state of siege since the out- 
break of the disease in Hambury. All con- 
nection with the city has been cut off and sup- 
plies are now taken to them from Berlin. 
Visitors are not at present welcomed at 
Friedrichsruhe. Prince Bismarck shows great 
sympathy with the people of Hamburg. He 
daily receives telegrams from friends in the 
city, giving details as to the progress of the 


relief funds, he has sent privately money with 
which to purchase medicines, 
Holding the Bagrage. 

The offices here of the Ha'nburg-American 
Packet company are constantly besieged by 
anxious friends of passengers on the Rugia 
-and Normannia clamoring for news. Many 
Americans who started for England to take 
Hamburg-American line steamers from 
Southampton are unable to secure their bag- 
gage, as the Belgian authorities refuse to al- 
low baggage from Berlin to pass through Bel- 
gium. A great pile of baggage has conse- 
quently been returned here. Many Ameri- 
can women who sent their trunks in 
advance to Hamburg have decided to 
leave them there until the epi- 
demic is over. They hope thus to 
escape having their baggage fumigated and 
their costly dresses possibly ruined, 

Doubtless. the American authorities will 
keep an eye on delayed baggage containing 
articles liable to retain the germs of infection 
for an indetinite time. Attention ought also 
to be kept on the numerous bales of rags now 
lying at Hamburg awaiting an opportunity 
for shipment. If they are imported into the 
United States after the quarantine there is 
over the danger of cholera infection, which 
would seemingly have ceased, would be re- 
newed. 

The election in the Halleherford district 
for a member of the Reichstag has resulted in 
the return of Baron Hammerstein. His elec- 
tion reopens the question of a reorganization 
of the Conservative party. Baron Hammer- 
stein possesses distinct qualities for a leader, 
and has recognized influence with his party. 
He aims at an alliance with the Center party, 
while at the same time he would infuse into 
the special party program something of Dr. 
Stoecker’s Christian socialism. It is believed 
in political circles that Baron Hammerstein 
will succeed in reconstituting his group aad 
in making it once more a formidable power 
in the Reichstag. 

William’s Quick Life.

The chamber was decorated with splendid 
mosaic portraits of Columbus and Marco 
Polo, and with the flags of all nations. Four 
thousand guests were present. The King 
and Queen arrived at 9:30 p. m. and held 
a reception in the Salla Della Giunta, con- 
taining a marble column inclosing the Colum- 
bus letters. All the galleries and gardens of 
the municipal palace were beautifully deco- 
rated and illuminated. The King, escorting 
the Queen, who was attired in a cream-col- 
ored silk brocade gown and wearing her 
famous pearls and diamends, entered the ball- 
room at 10:30 p. m. They were followed by 
the Prince of Naples, the Duke of Genoa, the 
Count of Turin, the Cabinet Ministers, Ad- 
mirals of the navy, and foreign diplomats. 
The crowd was so great that dancing was im-- 
possible. The assemblage was the most 
brilliant ever seen in Genoa.

If there is 
any doubt at all in Mr. Parkin’s mind, it is as 
to whether the United States is not destined 
by Providence to be absorbed into the Do- 
minion. Obviously Mr. Parkin belongs to 
the order of independent observers and un- 
biased critics beloved by the Zimes in par- 
ticular, and by the Imperial Federationists 
in general.

Price of Bread in Chicago and Belfast. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 6.— [Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Dear Sir: { have been very much interested in the 
controversy going on in your paper recently as to 
the relative price of various commodities in Great 
Britain and iu this city. There is, however, one 
item of daily 1 — which shows a greater 
discrepancy in price thau any of those mentioned, 
l would like some of your correspondents to ex- 
plain the reason for this. I refer to the price of 
bread. In a Belfast paper of recent date the price 
of the finest bread is quoted at 5 pence (10 cents) 
for a four-pound loaf, full weight guaranteed: 
the price in Chicago varies from 5 to 6 cents for a 
one-pound loaf. The Belfast bregd is largely 
composed of flour made in this country, or flour 
made from wheat grown here, and is of the very 
finest quality.

New York, Sept. 10.—[Special.]—This has 
not been an eventful week in Wall street, but 


n has been one in which the tension has been 
pretty tight. The cholera scare has con- 


tinued, and though at no time has there 
seemed to be any real reason for alarm, there 
has nevertheless been an ardent endeavor 


upon the part of bear speculators to create ap- 


prehension. Early in the week, apparently 
convinced that the real owners of stocks were 
not disposed to sell and could not be fright- 
eped into anything like a panic, the bear 


‘ growd tumbled over one another to cover, 


with a result that quotations generally got a 
sharp advance. This, though, did not last 
long, for however slow holders of stocks may 
be to sell, outsiders are even slower to come 


into tne market beyond what they already 
bold. Thus the only rallying there is in the 


market has practically been confinea to the 
bears and their operations. 

The worst effect so tar as the financial com- 
munity is concerned following the cholera 
epidemic situation here is shown in the dis- 
position of foreign holders of American stocks 
to get out, Such people got shaken upa

Those labor troubles, how- 
ever, were not continued long enough to make 
the scare abroad effective, and but few stocks

more serious consequence. I know four or 
five Wall street houses with foreign connec- 
tions who have been large sellers lately 
of American stocks for European customers. 
One banking-house of prominence is believed 
to have sold this week something like 50,000 
shares of Reading and Louisville and Nash- 
ville for the account of clients in London and 
Germany. Stocks sold on a scare are always 
sure to be bought back, and more with them, 
so the maxim goes; but while selling is going 
on it is not relieved much by hopeful doctor- 
ing. 

._ Industrials Catch a Second Breath. 

The industrials have boomed somewhat the 
latter part of this week. They had sharp 
slumps, but seemed to have caught second 
breath, and allof them have been upward 
bound for the last several days.

GERMAN VILLAGE FOR THE FAIR, 


The Steamer Obdam Brings 6,500 Pieces of . 
Which It Will Be Constructed. 
New York, Sept. 10.—Thesteamship Obdam, 
now at upper quarantine, has aboard perhaps 
the largest exhibit which will be sent from 
abroad to the Chicago Fair. The shipment in 
question consists of a German village of 6,500 
pieces, which will be erected on the Fair 
grounds. The village will cover a space of 
17,500 feet and will represent farm buildings, 
markets, shops, meeting-hall, and church, all 
in the style of the twelfth century. Besides 
these there will be a castie, containing antiqui- 
ties, arms, harnesses, etec., among which will 
be celebrated pieces from the royal 
German museum at Mayence. The village 
will be called Chicago, and the belief is 
that it will be adopted as a permanent institu- 
tion in the Western city. ‘ original idea is 
that of Dr. Ulich Zahn, the German ethnolo- 
gist, and has met with the approval of 
the commissioner of the exhibition. The 
scientific execution of the affair is in charge 
of Dr. Zahn, Prof. Virchow, and Baurath 
Wallot, designer and architect of the German 


‘Reichstag building in Berlin. The materia) for 


the various buildings has been constructed by 
the well-known architects, Ph. Hulsmann & 
Co. of Frankfort. )

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UNITED STATES ROLLING STOCK 
COMPANY PLANTS TO RESUME. 


Possession of the Establishment at Hege- 
wisch Turned Over to the United States 
Car company, a New Jersey Corpor- 
ation—Branches of the Works in Ala- 
bam and Ohio Also to Be Put in Oper- 
ation Again—Unsecured Creditors Make 
a V us Protest, but Are Overruled. 


The ptoperty of the United States Rolling 


Stock company, located at Hegewisch, is now 
in the possession of the United States Car 
company, hav been turned over to that 
concern’ by order of Judge Gresham’ yester- 
day. G, W. Ristine, the new manager for 
the company, took possession of the plant at 
once ami will proceed to get the machinery 
in good, shape for resumption, no work hav- 
ing been done worth mentioumg since the 
property was placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver nearly two years ago. 

The United States Car company did not get 
possessign without first encountering 4 vig- 
orous protest from the unsecured creditors, 
who claim the new order of things is a move 
by the stockholders of the old concern to 
get ession, and freeze out the unsecured 
creditors. The fight came up before Judge 
Gresham on a petition of Receiver Will- 
iam Lane, to lease the property 
to the new company. This concern of- 
fered to pay all taxes, insurance, and interest 
on some of the mortgage bonds on the com- 
papy, amounting to an annual expense of 
nearly $50,000, The receiver represented that 


‘tne offer was a fair one. Judge Gresham 


heard the arguments in his chambers, F. F. 
Reed, G. rdener, and Henry Crawford 
representing the unsecured creditors, while 
John J. Harrick appeared for the other side. 
‘Lhe court ruled in favor ofthe car company, 
granting an order for the surrender of the 

roperty, it appearing that a similar order 

ad been entered in the New York courts, 
which had also assumed jurisdiction. 

To Start the Other Plants Soon. 

The United States Car company is the re- 
sult of the organization scheme proposed some 
time ago. It ia a New Jersey corporation. 
Manager Ristine says the property is in 
rather had shape, having depreciated consider- 
ably fof having remained idle so long. He 
was hopeful of starting up the plant at Hege- 
wisch next month. The new company will 
next preceed to get possession of the Ala- 
bama and Ohio branch shows, and they will 
be started as soon as possible. 

The Rolling Stock company has had a 
checkered existence. The mortgaged indebt- 
edness at present amounts to nearly $2,000,- 
000. Nimerous creditors have filed claims 
against the company, alleging fraud 
ou the part of the two receivers who 
have managed the property since 
‘its failure, nearly two years ago. It is char 
they have misapplied the funds in order that 
there niight be default in the payment of in- 
terest on the mortgage bonds. A suit begun 
by the frustees of the mortgage bondholders 
to fore lose is now pending in court here. As 
the mortgage bondholders are largely inter- 
ested in the United States Car company the 
mortg will probably be foreclosed, thus 
giving the new company stiil greater hold on 
the property: 

Receiver K. Lane filed a report yesterday 
showing receipts and disbursements from May 
to Aug, 1.

Collectors of Customs Warned to Be on the 
Lookout for St. Mary's Falls Canal Tolls.

the fingi destination of the cargo is the United 
States gra foreign place other than Canada via 
tne United States, whether the merchandise is 
subject to “shippsrs orders or otherwise the 
Collector will issue landing certificates aecord- 
ingly. nnless upon investigation he shall find that 
the manifest was made out with intent to defraud 
the Unjted States or to conceal the true final 
destination, and that tolls were properly payable, 
in which case he will withhold his certificate and 
take measures for the collection of the tolls due.

The 
yayonet is supposed to transform a regiment of 
musketeers iuto a Macedonian phalanx for close 
fighting, but it doesn’t. Itsupplies the place of 
neither the spear of Greece nor the short swerd of 
Rome. It is a bybrid weapon, fit only to prod 
camp joiterers with. A regiment will come 
sweeping up toa breastwork with fixed bayonets, 
but one inside the men turn the butta of their 
guns or go for their sidearms. hey realize 
that the bayonet is but a dress-parade 
weapon. In our modern battles the antag- 
onists’ seldom come into actual contact. 
Battles are now fought with bullets instead of 
bayonets, and the latter, always a clumsy affair 
of doubtful utility, has become an altogether 
worthless incumbrance. Gen. Grant recommend- 
ed that it be abolished in the United States serv- 
ice, and the six-shooter substituted for close 
fi ting. The recommendation was a good one. 
While the bayonet is the most worthless of all 
weapons invented by man, the six-shooter 1 the 
most deadly short-range tool ever devised. Give 
me a club three feet long, and III whip any man 
who 7 to bayonet me; give me a six-shooter, 
and I’ make a bad break in any column of bayo- 
nets.’’~ Globe- Democrat.

The handling of guns by their represent- 
atives at any time after the preliminary test for 
safety is forbidden. Any arm which has been 
submitted to the d and entered upen the 
record shall remain in the hands of the board for 
such time as may be necessary to make drawings 
explanatory of its mechanism. If the magazine 
meee of any gun becomes disabled or unservice- 
able all further tests will be discontinued and the 
proprietor informed of the fact. if the gun be 
altered and resubmitted to the board it will be 
treated as a new gun. 

The safety tests consisted of ten rounds 
by the exhibiter, or with the lanyard. The 
regular tests were as follows: 

1. Rapidity with accuracy—Piece to be fired 
from the shoulder at a target 6 feet by 2 feet, 
range 100 feet, under following circumstances: 
Cartridges dis at will, or in packets upon a 
table: (a) Time of firing and number of hits for 
twenty shots: Magazine to be loaded before be- 
ginning test, and then heid in reserve until re- 
mainder of cartri have been fired, using gun 
as a single loader; then firing those in magazine. 
(b) Number of shots and hits firing for two min- 
utes, using gun as a single loader: Test begun 
with chamber empty. (c) Number of shots and 
hits firing for two minutes, using gun as maga- 
zine arm only; test begun with magazine empty.

2. Rapidity at will—Same as test 1, except that

3. Endurance—(a) Each gun to be fired 500 con- 
tinuous rounds without cleaning, using the mag- 
azine.

(b) With magazine loaded, but held in reserve, 
each gun to be fired as a single loader 100 contin- 
uous rounds without cleaning; condition of 
breech mechanism and of the cartridges in maga- 
zine to be examined at the conclusion of tiring.

by the complete rearmament of the continental 
armies. The large bore, caliber .45, magazine 
rifle was everywhere discarded by reason of 
this discovery of the German scientist. In all 
ot these arms of small caliber the bullet is a 
bolt of hardened lead cm pressed into a casi 
of soft steel. copper, German silver. nickel, 
zinc, or ferrg-nickel. ‘The object of this metal 
sheathing for the slug or bullet is to prevent 
it from “ stripping,” that is to give it a hold 
in the groves of the rifle, for, with a small 
caliber; the relative diameter of the bullet to 
its length is go great that it would upset on its 
flight. Stability can only be obtained by an 
excessive twist of the grove, and lead of itself 
is too soft to give this hold. The jacketed 
bullet takes the groves steadily. The caliber

Although American inventors were invited 
to appear in person before the board not 
many complied. Probably the Pitcher Arms 
company of Wisconsin was as earnest as any 
in the belief that Dr. Pitcher of Wellsville had 
produced the best arm in existence for mili- 
tary purposes, but it, like the H. J. White, the 
Bruce, and a few other American rifles, suc- 
cumbed to the exacting tests imposed. 

Among the foreign systems submitted was 
the infantry rifle of the model of 88, officially 
adopted for the German infantry.

In 1873 Mr. Mauser made under the patron- 
age of Mr. Remington of Ilion, N. ., a rifle 
to which the name of Mauser was given. 
After the model was completed it was adopt- 
ed by Germany. Turkey contrdcted with 
Germany for the manufacture of 500,000 of 
these rifles. Mr. Remington was so dissatis- 
fied with the prospect of the Mauser rifle that 
he disposed of his interest in the arm for $500. 

The Mauser rifle has been adopted by Tur- 
key and fulfills many of the requirements of a 
perfect magazine arm. Unlike the German 
and Austrian Mannlichers, this rifle can be 
used either us a magazine arm or single loader 
at will. Its muzzle velocity is about 990 feet 
greater than that of the Springfield rifle, to 
which the army and the militia of this country 
are now saying farewell. 

The impartial and thorough trials given the 
various rifles by the Small Arms Board on a 
system for magazine guns has resulted in a 
triumph for Capt. Krag, the Superintendent 
of the royal manufactory of arms at Kongs- 
berg, Norway, and of a member of the 
Jorgensen family, already celebrated for its 
excellent timepieces. a is a sectional 
view of the magazine of the Krag-Jorgensen 
magazine rifle. It is filled from a charger 
containing five cartridges, lying side by side, 
held in place by twoarms in such a manner 
that when the rod containing the arms is 
turned one arm is moved clear off the inner 
cartridge, and the other arm forces them into 
the magazine. | 

The smokeless powder used by the magazine 
gun board came from Wetteren, Belgium, and 
the cartridges were loaded at Frankford Ar. 
senal, Philadelphia. This use of the Wetteren 
does not mean its definite adoption into the 
service of the United States. It should be un- 
derstood that no trials were made by the 
board of the penetration and accuracy and 
ovo | atextreme ranges of the arms pre- 
sented to it for test asto breech action and 
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magazine system. If the Krag-Jorgensen has 
not a maximum range in excess of 4,000 yards, 
with energy enough to penetrate at that range 
two and one-half inches of pine wood, a cart- 
ridge, propellant, and projectile will have to 
be prepared tor it that will accomplish such 
range with fair accuracy and energy sufficient 
to produce a dangerous wound. 

ow will come an interesting question of 
royalty to be paid to the Krag-Jorgensen rep- 
resentatives, for no considerable number of 
the rifles of foreign manufacture. will be pur- 
chased by the United States. Yankee Doodle 
has, since the San Jacinto-Trent affair of 
thirty years ago, supplied the world with 
small arms ordnance, but now, it seems, will 
have to buy some for actual experimental 
trial.

NEXT GREAT PROBLEMS OF SCIENCE. 


Vast Fields of the Forces of Nature Await- 
ing Exploration, 

Prof. R. H. Thurston in the Forum: The 
greatest of all our problems today is the mak- 
ing of the utilization of the forces of nature 
more general, more efficient, and more fruit- 
ful. Could the engineer find away of pro- 
ducing steam power at a fraction of its present 
cost; could he transform heat energy directly 
and without waste into dynamic; could he 
find a method of evolution of light with- 
out that enormous loss now inevitable 
in the form of accompanying heat; 
could he directly produce electricity, 
without other and lost energy, from the com- 
bustion of fuel—could he do these things to- 
day, the growth of all that is desirable to man- 
kind aud the advancement of all the interests 
and powers of the race would be inconceiva- 
88 

very animate creature is a machine of 
enormously higher efficiency as a dynamic 
engine than his most elaborate construction, 
as illustrated in the 20,000 horse-power en- 
gines of the Teutonic or the City of Paris, 
or in the most powerful locomotive. Every 
gymmotus living in the mud of a tropical 
stream puts to shame man’s best effort in 
the production of electricity; and the 
minute insect that flashes across bis 
lawn on a summer evening, or the worm that 
lights his path in the garden, exhibits a system 
of iilumination incomparably superior to his 
most perfect electric lights. Here is nature’s 
challenge to man! Man wastes one-fourth of 
all the heat of his fuel as utilized in his steam 
boiler, and often 90 per cent as used in his 
open flre- places; nature, in the animal system, 
utilizes substantially all. He produces light 
by candle, oil lamp, or electricity, but sub- 
mits to a loss of from one-fifth to more than 
nine-tenths of all his stock of available energy 
as heat; she, in the glowworm and firefly, pro- 
duces a lovelier light without waste measurable 
by our most delicate instruments. He throws 
aside as loss nine-tenths of his tential 
energy when attempting to develop me- 
chanical power; she is vastly more econom- 
ical. But in all cases her methods are radi- 
cally different from his, though they are as 
yet obscure. Nature converts available forms 
of energy into precisely those other forms 
which are needed for her purposes in ex- 
actly the right quantity, and never wastes, as 
does invariably the engineer, a large part of 
the initial stock by the production of energies 
that she does not want and cannot utilize. 
She goes directly to her goal. Why should 
not man? He has but to imitate her proc- 
esses.

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NAVAL RESERVE PLAN 


CHICAGO MEN TO BE TRAINED FOR 
UNCLE SAM’S WARSHIPS, 


Not a Recent Idea, but One That, While 
Meeting with the Approval of the Na- 
tion’s Statesmen, Generals, and Admir- 
als, Has Been Slow of Adoption—Gen- 
eral Scheme of Organization—Features 
of the Laws in the States Which Have a 
Naval Militia—Good Training. 


As has been announced in Tus Trisune, 
there is a well organized movement on foot 
towards establishing a battalion of naval 
militia, or a naval reserve, in this city. Last 
Wednesday night there was a meeting of 
the score or more of Naval Academy gradu- 
ates who live in Chicago at the Marquette 
club. The meeting was called by Capt. 
Leroy T. Steward, President of the club and 
ex-Captain of a company in the Second Regi- 
ment. At that meeting a plan of action for 
the organization of the new arm of the gov- 
ernment service was decided upon, 

It is proposed to form a battalion of four 
som panies of 100 men each. They can beeasily 
supplied with competent and experienced 
officers from among the naval graduates in 
the city. The State is to authorize and organize 
them and then certify these facts to the United 
States Government, which then arms and 
equips them, provides for giving them practi- 
cai drill, and generally furnishes them with a 
boat. Then the battalion is subject to being 
called out to defend the lake shore or any 
other seacoast in time of war. So, also, are 
they at the disposal of the State, the same as 
the infantry militia. Adjutant-General Reece 
of the State is not only willing but anxious to 
assist in the organization, while the naval 
officials have given the scheme all the encour- 
agement possible, it being one of the 
pet ideas of the Department of the 
Navy. Those interested in the move 
ment hope to secure possession after 
the close of the World’s Fair of the model of 
a warship which has been constructed there, 
take it to the Lake-Front, slide it into the 
water, and use it as an armory. But for reg- 
ular use for drilling purposes it is hoped to 
secure the man-of-war Michigan. Every year 
in charge of regular naval officials the reserves 
are taken on acruise of several weeks and 
given practical drill in regular naval duties. 

Not a Recent Invention, 

This idea of a naval reserve or a naval 
militia is by no means a new one. Neither is 
it merely adress parade scheme. Some of 
the best statesmen, Generals, and Admirals 
the couhtry has known have favored and ad- 
vocated it, but it has been of most slow 
growth. 

This want was early noticed by President 
Jefferson, so well assured was that dis- 
tinguished man of the necessity ef a naval 
reserve that in 1805 he drafted a bill which he 
submitted to Albert Gallatin for gevision. 

The first section of the bill for the naval 
reserve proposed by President Jefferson 
eighty-eight years ago is as follows: 

A bill for establishing a naval militia: Be it en- 
acted, etc., that every free and able-bodied white 
male citizen of the United States, of the age of 18 
and under the age of 45, whose principal occupa- 
tion is on the high sea, or on the tide-water of the 
United States, shall be the militia ofthe naval 
service of the United States, and shall be ex- 
empt from the service of the land militia. 

@ persons so to constitute the said naval 
militia shall be enrolled in the several ports, har- 
bors, and towns thereto adjacent to which they 
belong, . and shall be formed into com- 
panies, each to be commanded by a Lieutenant- 
Commandant and a Second Lieutenant, 
appointed by the authority of the State to whi 
such company belongs. 

But the idea was not widely adopted and all 
the interést of the people in military matters 
was absorbed by the land militia, and when 
the Civil War broke out the navy, on which so 
much depended, was almost paralyzed by the 
lack of seamen. The government could not 
man its ships after it had built or purchased 
them. The seamen of the country had either 
enlisted with the land forces or had been 
drafted into them. Those who should have 
been walking decks or riding the waves were 
walking the land or riding horses. Bounties 
were large and numerous for the soldier. Not 
a bounty was offered the marine. Finally 
Congress was compelled to pass a law declar- 
ing that all seamen enlisted in the army might 
be drafted into the navy. 

Advocated by Gen, Schofield. 


Gen. Schofield is a warm advocate of the 
naval reserve. In discussing the situation in 
the event of a foreign war he says: 

But the problem which our government will 
have to meet is not so serious with its land as 
with its sea forces. One factor is the same in 
both cases; the modern seaman, as well as the 
modern soldier. must be thoroughly trained in 
all the details of a most complicated mechanism, 
upon the proper use of which the defense of bis 
country may depend. But there 1s this great dif- 
ference; the army has at least a great, even if un- 
instructed, force upon which the militia laws 
of the various States, made in accordance with 
the enrollment laws of the General Government, 
enable it to draw. The importance of extending 
the application of the enrollment laws, by which 
a certain quota of men in each of our seaboard 
States can be set apart for the service of the 
fleets, and of training them in time of peace, 
cannot be too strongly emphasized. 

In the winter of 1888 George W. Melville 
Engineer-in-Chief, U. S. N., being consulted 
by the men interestsd in organizmg a naval 
reserve in New York, made tHe following sug- 
gestions in a letter: 

For the success of the service ample pro- 
vision should be made for the organization 
and subsequent training’ of a reserve engineer 
corps. No longer a collection of half- 
sailing vessels, but a fleet of high-powered steam- 
ers in which the motive power will be secondary 
only, if not equal, tothatof her guns and tor- 
pedoes in preserving and defending the honor of 
our flag the navy will need men trained to mod 
ern ships and well trained men, too. 

General Plan of Organisation. 

There are now naval reserves in Califor- 
nia, Massachusetts, New York, Rhode 
Island, and Pennsylvania. All agree 
in the general plan of organization, 
which is the one suggested by the Department 
of the Navy, diſtering only in minor details, 
according to the peculiar circumstances or 
conditions surrounding the organization in the 
different States. The general plan as sug- 
gested by Secretary of the Navy Whitney in 
1888 is substantially as follows: 

First, The enrollment of all the male popu- 
lation between the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five finding occupation upon thesea or naviga- 
ble waters of the State or in theindustries im- 
mediately connected therewith, including, of 
course, all graduates of the Naval Academy or 
ex-members of the navy, who may be eng 
in other occupations, 

Second, to organize into three classes— 
naval reserve artillery, naval reserve torpeuo 
corps, and naval reserve engineer corps. The 
duties and training of these various classes 
will be easily inferred from their names. The 
commands are to be organized under the 
State law and officered by State authorities, 
but the General Government is to prescribe 
the organization, uniform, and drills, and is 
to supply inspectors, vessels, arms, and 
materials from the United States Navy for the 
pur of efficient training.

he reserves may also include the men of 
the revenue marine, lighthouse service, and 
signal service men at coast stations.

It is also proposed to secure and retain the 
services of the best and fastest merchant 
steamers, which may be fitted as auxiliary 
cruisers in time of war, Such vessels would 
be paid an annual retaining fee. 


Features of the State Laws. 


The laws of New York and Rhode Island 
specify who may be enrolled in the naval 
reserves, the laws of the other States having 
such forces simply requiring that the enrolli- 
ment conform to the laws of the United 
States. New York and Rhode Island specify 
the following:

assachusetts’ law specifies the following 
petty officers attached to the staff: One 
master-at-arms, two yeomen, one hospital 
steward, and one chief bugler. The company 
officers are: One Lieutenant commanding, 
two Junior Lieutenants, two Ensigns, rank- 
ing respectively as Captain, First and Second 
Lieutenants; two boatswains’ mates, two 
gunners’ mates, two coxswains, two quarter- 
masters. 

New York’s law prescribes that the naval 
militia shall be commanded by an officer 
with the rank of Captain, who appoints a staff 
consisting of: Adjutant-General, chief of 
staff, with the rank of a Commander;

junior lieutenant; a personal aid to captain- 
commanding ranking as ensign. 
battalion of the Naval Reserve Artillery is 
commanded by a leutenant- commander. 
Each of its four batteries is commajitied by a 
lieutenant and contains one junior lieutenant, 
two ensigns, one bugler, and from thirty-five 
to eighty petty officers and men. The torpedo 
battalion is cousmanded by à lieutenant- 
commander, and each of its four companies 
is commanded by a lieutenant and consists of 
four crews, each of which contains sixteen 
petty officers and men. Crews one and three 
are commanded by junior lieutenants and two 
and four by ensigns. In each crew are two 
practical electricians and two practical steam 
machine men. The staff of a naval battalion 
consists of one adjutant, one ordnance officer, 
one paymaster and one surgeon, each with 
the rank of junior lieutenant, and an assistant 
surgeon ranking as ensign. 

In general the pay is the same as received 
by men of the same rank in thé Nutional 
Guard of the State. The larcest and most 
complete organization is New York’s, 

Benefits of the Training. 

While the main object of the naval militia 
is to organize a great force of trained and dis- 
cipliued men upon which Uncle Sam can call 
for men with which to man his warshipe when 
he has a difficulty with some obstreperous 
foreigner, a no less valuable indirect object is 
the beneficial training and experience the 
members of the force obtain during their an- 
nual drill under the regular officers of the 
navy.

Nor is there we dn else I can think of 
which can so effectually knock out of a man 
any idea of false pride he may have, and teach 
him the valuable lesson that he 
was not brought into the world to 
fill it dy himself, but that there is a place in 
which he belongs, and his first duty is to look, 
after his own little wheel in the wnachinery of 
affairs. In one week aboard the New Hamp- 
shire I learned what I had failed to learn dur- 
ing my previous life—the necessity and value 
of obedience to orders. 

The naval militiaman on board his training 
ship is in his hammock with all lights down at 
9:30 p. m., and tumbles out at 5:30a.m. But

The men become hun r than 
bears, relish anything, and Uncle Sam profits 
accordingly. In the way of duties Jack, in 
his bare feet, washes down the deck, cleans 
the anchor chains, scrubs his suit of white 
duck, walks out a boom and drops down a 
Jacob’s ladder into a cutter, a thing that looks 
impossible to him, pulls an oar that seems to 
woigh half a ton, while arms and back 
ache taking an officer to shore, 
a mile or more away, in a ten or twelve oared 
cutter; studies and fires great and small guns; 
takes part in a sham battle; goes ashore for 
dress parade. 

But there are moments of leisure and bits 
of enjoyment. One great satisfaction is in 
finding the romance of the sea far more en- 
chanting to the fair sex than any romance of 
land. Then there are half hours when the 
boys can gather on the fo’cas’le, and, to the 
accompaniment of banjos, make the welkin 
ring with nautical songs.

THE SENTIMENT THAT ANIMATES 
SIDNEY LANIER’S POEM, 


His Centennial Cantata Is Slowly Becoming 
Known to General Readers—It Contains 
a Stirring Description of Columbus 
Voyage to and Discovery of America— 
Outline of the Subjects Covered by the 
Psalm—Circumstances Under Which It 
Was Written—An Artistic Picture. 
Comparatively few people are familiar with | 
the works of Sidney Lanier. Winnowing 
time seems necessary to secure the recogni- 
tion of most great geniuses. The greeting of 


death often precedes that of fame. And the 


poet who loves not art for art’s sake fiads but 
meager recompense for his labors. Even the 
bare necessities of life are often denied him, 
as was truein the case of Lanier during the 
greater part of his life. But his hope was (to 
adapt the words of George Eliot) that he 
might live— : 


In minds made better i : 

In puises stirred to pln aes "a ram _ 

In thoughts sublime that pierce the night like 
rs, 

And with their mild persistence urge man’s search 

To vaster issues. 

This seems to have been his ideal, but 
occasionally the gnats and mosquitoes of 
trivial, vulgar persecutions so annoyed and 
perplexed him that he was forced to exclaim, 
Why can we poets dream us beauty so, but 
can not dream us bread?” But as regards 
recognition Lanier was more fortunate than 
many of his contemporaries. By his literary 
efforts in Baltimore he secured an appoint. 
ment as lecturer on poetry and literature in 
the Johns Hopkins University, and later, 
through the efforts of Bayard Taylor, was ap- 
pointed to write the Centennial Cantata, 
which was set to music by Dudley Buck. 

Lanier was a Southerner by birth and train- 
ing. He loved the Southern people, and 
fought valiantly for them during the Civil 
War. But his spirit was too large to be lim- 
ited by any sectional prejudice. He came to 
see that his people were in the wrong, and did 
what he could to bring about a ha recon- 
ciliation between the North and the On 
his father’s side, his ancestors for many.gener- 
ations were eminent in music, paint and 
poetry. On his mother’s side they were 
equally celebrated, several representatives 
having been members of of 
Burgesses, and distinguished alike for their 
shrewd statesmanship and broad culture. 

Little did the boy think while taking down 
bird-notes and writing music for his own 
songs or those of Tennyson that his passion- 
ate love for music other fine arts was 
the natural fruit of generations of labor and 
love in the same fields. 

The object of this article, however, is not to 
review Lanier’s life and work, but merely to 
give, if possible, a little insight into one of 
his longest poems, The Psalm of the West.

A NEW STORY OF GEN. GRANT. 


Trooper Prince and the Mysterious Officer 
: of City Point Road. 
Delaware County (Pa.) Ledger: Maj. D. E.

As we ap- 
1 each other my left leg struck his 
ftleg with stich violence that both of us 
were nearly unseated and swept from our sad- 
dies. My first involuntary exclamation was: 
Why the devil don’t you keep on the right 
side of the „vou chuckle head?’ or some- 
thing to that effect. He replied in a similar 
Strain, as we were both mud and felt sore. 
This kind of talk was kept up for a few min- 
utes pro and con, each blaming the other 
for the accident, and it was give and take 
all the time, as 1 felt perfectly secure in my 
position, having the right of the road, urtii he 
‘asked the question: How does it happen 
that * are galloping your horse?“ I replied 
that I had the same right to gallop my horse 
that he had pe paitop his. Yes,’ said he, but 
I thought 1 had issued orders that there should 
be uno galloping „f horses in this department.’ 

“This was the first intimation I had re- 
ceived that I was not talking toa private 
soldier. as it was too dark to see anything but 
the outlines of a man and horse. I at once 
took a back track and was profuse in my 
apologies But he answered me curtly and 
said: Come along back to the pontoon bridge 
and I will place you in charge of the officer in 
command. 

“I turned about and started back with 
him.

The committee in charge is reasonably sure 
that dozens of vessels in the harbor, gay with 
bunting and animated with passengers, will 
follow in the wake of the races. They think 
that thousands will line the shore and watch 
the goings on. They think the idea of trans- 
ferring an immensely popular Eastern sport 
to Western waters has caught on,“ not 
only with the people furtunate enough to 
own yachts but with the wide circle 
of Chicagoans who, like other members of the 
human race elsewhere and everywhere, love 
the thrill and freedom and bounding life that 
healthy minds associate with the waves. 

| Numerous Entries Made. : 
The entries haven't closed yet and will not 
for several days. But already is assured the 
participation of a fleet which, if it were com- 
of men-of-war, would be numerically 
strong enough to assault the strongest fort- 
ress. Four first-class steam yachts are en- 
tered—narmely; Argo, Thistle, Gryphon, and 
second class, the Buena, 
and Gadabout. Be- 
t seven launches will line 
up at the start, the Wilber, Oeta, Iris, Clark- 
dale, Unknown, Now Then, and Volta. 

The Gryphon is eighty-one feet f ur inches 
long from stem to stern, with a beam of ten 
feet and a nine-foot overhang. It is owned by 
Allison Armour of this city. It was built at 
Poughkeepsie, N. I., by Dr. Miller, who has 
earned a reputation both as a dentist and 

acht builder. itryphon is constructed of ma- 

ogany, carries two boats, is fitted with two 
pole masts, and altogether is one of the trim- 
mest erafts that ever sailed through the Erie 
Canal and che great lakes. 

The Argo belungs to the Argo club, which 
also owns the queerest craft ever constructed, 
and which reposed safely on land at the Kan- 
dolph street pier. The Argo is the largest of 
the boats entered. It is schooner rigged, 100 
feet long, and fifteen feet beam. The hull is 
black and the uoper works white as can be 
made with white lead liberally laid, together 
with muck polish with soap and water by the 
hands of sailor men. It was built at the 
famous Herreshoff works at Providence, and 
is in all tespects a standard Herreshoff boat. 

The Alycone belongs to H. F. Balch, a 
wealthy resident of Minneapolis. It measures 
seventy feet from stem to stern, with fifteen 
feet beam. It carries no spars. 

The Thistle belongs to Henry Warrington 
and measures ninety-four feet, with a four- 

n-foot beam. It was designed by George 
Warrington. 

Of the seeond class steam yachts entered 
the Buera is owned by the Buena Park 
Steam Yacht club, It is a white steamer 
sixty feet long and ten wide. It was built at 
Benton Harbor and is nearly new. 

The Mina is a design of the celebrated Ed- 
ward Burgess. It is a pretty thing, schooner- 
rigged, with a white hull and mahogany upper 
works. It is sixty feet in length. 


Conditions of the Race. 


The launches entered have not been sepa- 
ra into glasses as yet. This is a matter of 
mathematical caleviation and measurement, 
and the committee won't finish their figuring 
for several days. The entire fleet, indeed, is 
being subjected to abstruse figuring. The 
race is to be a handicap. It will be conducted 
under the rules of the American Steam 
Lacht club, with some important 
modificatior 8. In the East handicap 
rates are generally on a straightaway course. 

The boats next Saturday will finish where 
they began. The Eastern rule istostart ves- 
sels together and after all have rounded she 
home buey to pick out the winner. This 
may be proper enough for strictly scientific 
yachtsmen, but it’s manifestly unsatisfactory 
to the land lubber spectator to be told that 
the ship which comes in first isn’t really first, 
and that the winner is maybe lagging in 
the rear. In the Chicago race 
the handicaps will be fixed beforehand. 
The fleet will be drawn up in the same sort 
of aline which would be formed by a squad 
of handicapped bicyclists. The first and sec- 
ond class yachts will cover a course of forty 
miles, the first-class launches twenty miles, 
and the second-class launches ten miles. By a 
little stady of the program the most inexperi- 

enced spectator will be able to tell the win- 
f 
ners as they cross the home line. 

It is not proving an easy task to handicap 
the boats. None of them have official records, 
so that the penalty of each must be caleulat- 
ed upon its machinery power. There is 
no uniformity in this particular. The Thistle, 
Miner, and Argo have compound engines, 
while those of the Gryphen, Alcyone, and 
Buena are triple. One of the launches is pro- 
pelled by electric power. 

Time Allowance Rules, 


The time allowance rule formulated by 
Charles H. Haswell, and adopted by the 
American Steam Yacht club, has been made 
the basis of figuring in the cases of the first- 
class yachts. The rule is as follows: 

Velocity of a vessel is assumed as the cube root 
of the quotient of the product of the area of per 
grate surface, and the constant due to the char- 
acter of combustion, divided by the cube root of 
the square of the gross tonnage. The constants 
being for natural draught, 1 jet, 1.25 blast, and 
exhaust 1.6. 

For the second-class launches the rule made 
by the Chief Engineer of the United States 
Navy, B. F. Isherwood, will be used. The 
rule reads: 

The speed in knots per hour, divided by the 
cube root of the leneth in the water line of the 
yachts respectively, the quotients represent rel- 
atively the merits of the different yachts. 

The New York rules governing equipment 
will also be changed. achts will not be al- 
lowed to strip their decks of everything not 
absolutely indispensable as is customary in 
Sound racing. They must carry a regular 
crew, their boats must be stowed on board, 
and they cannot leave spare spars and tackle 
on shure. Sails are forbidden, and before 
the start the boilers will be inspected and al- 
lowed to carry only the amount of 
stem authorized the United 
States Irspector. valves will 
de locked by com mittee, 
There will be no little darky roosting on the 
vaive while the fireman shovels combustible 
things in the furnace, after the good old fash- 
ion in the earliest days of steam boat racing on 
the Mississippi: All turns must be made on 
the starboard bow. If fleet boats desire to 
get to windward of the slow ones they must 
cross on the port side. The former regula- 
tion will not prevent a swift launch turning a 
buoy sharply while a large yacht is veering 
round it. 

The bigger boat will probably be 300 or 400 
feet trom the buoy, while a tiny launch skill- 
fully Steered can almost graze it. Yachts of 
the same Class, however, must adhere strictly 
to the rule. 

Start, Course, and Prises. 

The start will be made at 2 o’clock from a 
line outside the breakwater nearly parallel 
with Van Buren street. The yachts will steam 
north to the mner Lake View crib, around 
this to the Hyde Park crib, thence around 
the four-mile crib back to the starting place.

Riehmond Times: There are many old 
books of record in the Henrico County Court- 
House, and yesterday I picked up one of the 
oldest if not the oldest there, and opened it at 
random, ** wishing hard,” as the children say. 
that I would find something. 

And find something I did, it being no more 
nor less than the report of John Worsham to 
the Henrico County Court, he beimg a grand 
juror of the county at that time, in the year 
1677, or 215 years ago. These old books are 
‘very interesting, the quaint chirography and 
careless spelling bei especially noticeable, 
white the ink is as black as though written 
yesterday. 

The gtand jurors for the coming term of 
both the ebunty court and hustings court can 
cut this out and paste in thelr hate, against 
their assemnbling next month. It would seem 
from the following that John Worsham kept 
both his eyes and ears open, for he tells both 
what he saw and heard in manner following, 
cupy of which I give verbatim et literatim: 
To the Rt. Wofll Court of Henrico County 

John Worsham Humbly showeth. 

That. whereas yr Worships hath beene 
pleased to impose and appoint yor petitioner 
one of the Grand Jury of this County of Hen- 
rico, he doth for the discharge of his said 
place, and the oath by him taken, Humbly 
present these persons whoos names are under 
written, and the offences or misdemeanours 
by them committed The 3rd day of Ffebruary 
it being the Sabbath, Joseph Hoyall was at 
cards, by his owfi confession. 

Ffebruary ye 8th 1677, I see John Bowman 
drunke. 

Ditto Feb. Mr. Henry Lonne was drunke 
in my sighte. 

Ffebraary ye 10, 1677 I see John Edwards & 
one of Mr. Isbam's servis. at Chequors, on ye 
Sabbath day. 

F february ye 13. 1677 Mr. Martin Elam was 
by his owne confession drunke. 

March ye 20th, My ffather Epes told me 
that John Milnor was drunke and allsoe Mr. 
Thos. Chamberlaine and Mr, Rullington was 
fighting which may appeare at ye court by my 
ffather. 

Some tyme in March Jno. Stuart by his 
owhe confesseth was drunke 3 days together. 

Aprill ye 9. 1678—I see old Humphries 
drunke.

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CHICAGO TO HAVE AN “UNCLE 
TOM’S CABIN” ON EXHIBITION. 


A Syndicate Now Arranging far a Unique 
Place of Amusement and Instruction, 
Setting Forth the Development of the 
Negro Rabe Historical Inaceuracies No 
Damper on the Projectors—The Slave 
and the Citizen, Old-Time Life and 
Life of Today to Be Shown. 


When the World’s Fair opens visitors to 
this city will see within Chicago’s limits a 
good majority of all the historical buildings 
that the various portions of this country are 
now, or have been, boasting as the most his- 
torically interesting structures in the world. 
Libby Prison and John Brown's fort are al- 
ready here. Chicago’s hobby in these 
ventures is by no means a modern one, for 
as far back as 1865, when the great Sanitary 
Fair was held here, Abraham Lincoln’s log 
cabin home was among its special features. 
And within a year another me of the martyred 
President's former residences was placed on 
exhibition in this city. Since that time enter- 
prising scheiners from Washington have been 
making efforts to locate in this city the house 
in which Lincoln breathed his last. 

Among other projects that have been men- 
tioned are the purchase of the house that Jesse 
James died in and the home in which Gen. 
Grant was born, An English syndicate had a 
movement on foot to bring to the World's 
Fair the birthplace of Shakspeare. This vent- 
ure was balked by another syndicate, imbued 
with both pride and money, that bought the 
old house and placed it in the hands of 
trustees, never to be removed from its native 
heath. There was also talk of bfinging tne 
celebrated Gov. Craddock mansion from 
Massachusetts, said to be the oldest house in 
the United States, to Chicago for exhibition 
1 and were not President Andrew 

ohnson's old tailor-shop, still extant at 
Greenville, Tenn., owned by a man pussessed 
with an immense wealth, it would undoubtedly 
now be in Chicago. Negotiators were ufter 
it six months ago, and when they found that 
the old shanty was not forsale, bids were even 
made for the tailor’s sign. which is still firm- 
ly nailed over the threshold. 

In fact. bids have deen made for nearly 
every historical building in existence in 
America, and some of them may yet be ac- 
cepted. The log house in which Sitting Bull 
died is stillon the market, and it is said that 
Philadelphia may yet sacrifice for dollars and 
cents the little two-story house on Arch street 
in which the model for the adopted United 
States flag was made, the one presented to 
Congress by Peter Wenduver. 


Latest Enterprise Pianned. 


The latest project given out as an enterprise 
for 1893 isa plan to bring to this city a log 
cabin that will be claimed to be the one which 
Harriet Beecher Stowe immortalized in 
“Uucle Tom's Cabin,” the dramatized ver. 
sion of which is played in a hundred towns in 
this country every night and is better known 
than eren Rip Van Winkle.” Ignoring 
Mrs. Stowe’s own declaration and the fact 
that the local color for Uncle Tom's Cabin 
was obtained in Washington, Ky., the projec- 
tors claim that the cabin is still in existence 
on a Georgia plantation. 

Nevertheless, for ten days there has been a 
man here from Atlanta, Ga., negotiating with 
capitalists for the removal of the alleged his- 
torical curiosity to Chicago. Amorg those 
directly connected with the movement are 
Louis Manasse, C. F. Gunther, and Charles E. 
Kremer. 

When interviewed by a feporter for Tun 
Tripuxg yesterday Mr. Manasée stated that 
negotiations for the enterprise had not been 
closed, but that Uncle Tom's cabin would, 
undoubtedly, soon be among the exhibits for 
the entertainment of Chicago’s visitors. 

J am seriously interested in the project, 
the extent and scope of which will be large. 
The cabin will be but the centerof a great 
and interesting entertainment, that will 
ilinstrate the advancement and elevation 
of the African race in such a broad and com- 
prehensive manner that written histories will 
be at a discount. We propose to start with 
the negroes 400 7 ago in Africa, illustrate 
their methods of living and their barbarian 
homes. Then their. history and life will be 
followed from that period until today. The 
manner in which they were brought into 
America will be shown, their way of living at 
that time, and their gradual advancement. 
We will have growing eotton fields, with the 
negroes at work in them singing their typical 
melodies. ‘The hand process of cotton ginning 
and baling for the market and a scene on 
the levee will be given, and in faet almost 
everything of interest as regards the negro in 
the South before the war will be shown ia a 
practicable manner. 

“Then their rapid advancement after Lin- 
coln’s emancipation will be illustrated, their 
homes, the new methods of education, the la- 
borers handling the new ginning machinery 
and other improved farm and plantation im- 
plements. Illustrations, however, will not be 

made with cotton alone, but sugarcane and 
the processes it undetgoes for the market will 
also be one of the interesting subjects. To- 
bacco will be no small feature. Modern civ- 
ilization will be demonstrated with a pretty 
home on the plantation, with its family, the 
library, and the study. The piano and other 
musieal instruments will abound, and with 
these will be illustrated the way that the aver- 
erage negro of the South spends his home life. 
, Grand Chorus of Singers. 

„In connection with all this there will be a 
jubilee chorus of 100 voices that will sing all 
of the popular negro melodies. While it isa 
commercial enterprise, I have no doubt that 
it will be a great success, as it is in every sense 
an educator.”’ 

„How much wil. be investedin the enter- 
prise? was asked. 

“From $75,000 to $100,000 will 
the whole thing through on a mag- 
nificent scale. A trip will have to be 
made to the African coast for some of the 
necessary elements of the show. We will 
have the old ex-slave with us that Hartet 
Beecher Stowe drew her character of Unse 
Tom froin, and thecelebrated colored man who 
served as Jeff Davis’ valet during the war 
and some years after. There are also a num- 
ber of other features that I aim not at liberty 
to speak of as yet. 

The lovation for the new enterprise has not 
been definitely decided upon, but it will pro- 
bably occupy the 100 feet of vacant space in 
the Libby Prison lease on Wabash avenue, and 
negotiations are being made for seventy-five 
feet more adjoining on the south, now 
occupied by wooden dwellings. The Libby 
Prison leasehold calla for a certain amount of 
improvements in 1898, and while this enter- 
prise will probably be located there it will be 
operated and owned entirely independently of 
the Libby Prison museum. But it is an as- 
sured fact that Chicagoans will hear negro 
melodies and songs during the World’s Fair 
as they never heard them before. 

Mr. Manasse also stated yesterday that he 
believed there is no truth in the report that a 
Chicago syndicate has sent a representative to 
Mount Ararat to negotiate for Noah’s ark, 
supposed to be frozen in the top of the moun- 
tain. With the developments of late, how- 
ever, one can hardly tell just what Chicago 
will get eventually, or rather what she won't

The report of the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance for the Dominion of Canada has just reached 
us. It shows that in 1491 the tire loss ratio in- 
creased from that of the year before considerably 
that for 1890 being 56 per cent, while that for 
1891 was over 69 per ceut. The statistics show 
that the fire premium rate for 1591 was 1.16, against 
1.13 for the year 1890, a small increase. Thirty life 
companies are competing for business in Canada 
—eleven Cenadian, nine British, and ten Ameri- 
can—and there was written in the Dominion 
during 1891 about 888.000, 000 of life ipeaspnce. At 
the end of 1891 there were about 145,297 persons 
whose lives were insured for $259,000,000. Five 
Canadian companies, three British, and one 
American compahy do the accident business of 
Canada. The Ay received for this kind of 
insurance for the year amounted to 813.177, while 
losses were $172.882, of which $127,274 were paid 
and $45,558 remained unsettlod. The whole 
amount of insuffnce premiums paid by the people 
of the Dominion in 1891 for all kinds of insurance 
is reported as having been $15,756,048. and of that 
sum the Canadian companies received $6,275,200, 
the British coinpanpies H, 322,30, and the compa- 
nies of the United States $4,185,315.

THE REAL CLEOPATRA DESCRIBED, 


Her Personal Magnetism Greater than Her 
Beauty. 

London Spectator: What was the inner 
character of Cleopatra? A voluptuous woman 
of the East, say the Romans, eager to enchain 
any master of a Roman army by the foulest 
arts, but the Roman oligarchy not only hated 
but dreaded Cleopatra. To them she was not 
only Asia incarnate, but the representative 
of that regal sway, that rule by volition 
instead of by traditional order, which, with 
their statesmanlike instinct, they saw 
the triumphant aristocrat whom their system 
tended to produce would ultimately desire. 
They cursed her as the greatest of Asiatic har- 
lots, whereas she was a Greek and used her 
charms chiefly as instruments to attain her 
ends, which were, first of all, the empire of 
the East, which her ancestors had striven for 
generations to acquire and nearly acquired, 
and to defeat the half-civilized and headless 
Roman power, whichshe hated with the hatred 
of a monarch and despised with the contempt 
of a true Greek. 

Who were these barbarians that they should 
conquer men who Were polished when they 
were savages? She always selected the same 
lover—the head of the invading Roman army 
—and always used him to help her in found. 
ing, us she hoped, the empire of the East. Her 
attractive power was probably not her beauty. 
Her coins do not reveal a beautiful woman, 
but a broad-browed, thoughtful Queen, und 
Plutarch, in des¢eribing her, evidently speaks 
on the authority of men whose fathers had 
studied her face. He says: “Her actual 
beauty, it is said, was not in itself so re- 
markable that none could be compared with 
her or that n> one could see het without being 
struck by it, but the contact of her presence, 
of you lived with her, was irresistible; the at- 
traction of het person, joined with the charm 
if her conversation and the cnaracter that at- 
tended all she said or did, was something be- 
witching. It was a pleasure merely to hear 
the sound of her voice, with which, like an 
instrument of many strings, shé could pass 
from one language to another, so that there 
were few of the barbarian nations that she 
answered by an interpreter; to most of them 
she spoke herself, as to the Ethiopians, Trog- 
lodytes, Hebrews, Arabians, Syrians, Medes, 
Parthians and manv others, whose languages 
she had learned.

NEW ELEMENTS INTRODUCED IN 
THE REAL ESTATE SITUATION, 


Wholesale Purchase of Saloon Properties 
Provided For—The Equitable Building 
Corner Leased for 198 Years~Four Sto- 
ries to Be Added te the Present Stract- 
ure—Progress of @ New Surface Rail- 
way Company—Plans for New Manu- 
facturing and Business Buildings. 


One of the conditions of the beer war agree- 
ment, which provides for a fund amounting 
to $6,000,000 for the outright purchase of 
saloon property in different parts of the city, 
ought to have some peculiar significance in 
the real estate market. The arrangement has 
been made by which the 1 Brewing and 
Malting company and the Milwaukee and 
Chicago Brewing company’ will each raise 
$3,000,000 for the purchase of these saloon 
properties, which by this means will be placed 
in the absolute control of the brewery syndi- 
cates, The properties will not be bought by 
the brewing cotnpanies directly, but will be 
purchased by auxiliary companies. The one 
operating for the Chicago Brewing and Malt- 
ing company will be known as the City of 
Chicage Investment company and the one 
operating for the Milwaukee and Chicago 
breweries will be known as the United States 
Security company. These companies are to 
issue $3,000,000 each in bonds which will be 
guaranteed by the brewing companies. 

The details of the scheme by which the aux- 
iliary companies and the brewery associations 
manage the property is not of so much inter 
est to real estate circles as the mere fact that 
$6,000,000 is to be at once invested in what is 
generally termed second-class business prop- 
erty. No purchases are to be made in the 
down-town district and no piece of property 
will be bought ata price exceeding $50,000. 
At the maximum price $6,000,000 would pro- 
vide for 120 saloon purchases. But it may be 
assumed that $6,000,000 will buy between 300 
and 400 places of business along second-class 
business streets, Real-estate men have not 
decided just what effect the appearance of this 
capital in the market will have. The purchases 
by strong syndicates in this manner 
and their absolute control by the brew- 
ing companies will have a tendency 
to limit arbitrarily the number of 
saloon properties in the city. On the other 
hand the terms of the agreement between the 
auxiliary and parent companies is such that 
the character of the corners and frontages 
b ught will be absolutely decided for twenty- 
five years. Up to this time the possibility of 
every corner along such streets as South State 
street, Milwaukee avenue, Blue Island avenue, 
and Ogden avenue becuming a saloon corner, 
has had a tendency to keep up values. Ou 
certain streets property is not available for 
general business purposes, while the character 
is such that it is not selected for choice resi- 
dence purposes. Saloon corners and 
frontages on such streets as these have often 
had special values. The location of a large 
number of saloons through these por ions ot 
the city and the definite establishment of 
their character will eliminate the specula- 
tive possibility of corners and frontages 
becoming saloon sites. The operations 
of the auxiliary companies have already be- 

n in securing of options on the South and 

est Sides, and at any rate the purchases 
will.go to swell the trauster totals of the year 
along with the transfers of mediun priced 
residence and investment holdings and of 
property secured for right of way by the ele- 
vated railroad company. , 

Elevated Road Operations. 

The transfers of small holdings along the 
Metropolitan Elevated line are now beginning 
to make their appearance, and from now on 
will probably be quite common. Up to this 
time trgusfers made in interest of the new ele- 
vated road have beento parties representing 
the road indirectly, rather than to its 
acknowledged right of way agents. Since 
condemnation proceedings have actually been 
begun by the company, there will be less need 
of secrecy and the operations of the road will 
be watched from the daily transcript of the 


records. 
Elevated railroad rumors are plentiful, and | 


are generally of e favorable nature. The 
Metropolitan Elevated road has begun opera- 
tions under the most favorable financial aus- 
pices. The sale of the bonds was arranged 
for readily, and the first call has just been 
made on the bondholders. The call is for 20 
per cent of the face of the bonds, and the 
amount collected will be about $1,800,000. 
This amount, together with the amount se- 
cured on the first call made on the stock - 
holders in the West Side Construction com- 
pany, will give the Metropolitan people a 
working capital of generous dimensions. 

The prospects of the Lake Street Elevated 
road even are more flattering than they have 
been for some time. The reorganization, 
which was recently completed, though made 
for the purpose of assisting a pros- 
pective sale. of the road, puts the 
company in a better position to carry furward 
the work of construction. New contracts are 
to be let for two miles of foundation west of 
Western avenue. The road from Western av- 
enue in is to be completed as soon as possible 
and contracts for everything down to the 
spikes and rails have been let. The Alley El- 
evated plan of equipping ana operating the 
road piecemeal! is to be the policy of the Lake 
Street company.

Chicago’s Home Accommodations. 

A recent report by Carrol! D. Wright on the 
tenement-house question as shown by the cen- 
sus is full of interest. Mr. Wright shows that 
in New York and Chicago the crowded condi- 
tion of the tenements has a serious bearing 
on the general public health. In New York 
8,313 dwellings contain from 21 to 30 persons; 
9,350 from 31 to 50; 5,460 from 50 to 100; and 
473 have 100 persons. In Chicago 16.33 per 
cent of the ple live in dwellings having 
more than persons, which is trve of 
13.93 per cent of the population of 
Boston. Philadelphia is declared to be the 
model tenement of the country. There a house 
can be obtained for less rent than a tene- 
ment in New York or Chicago. It should be 
added, however,.that the apparently crowded 
condition of Chicago does not arise from the 
lack of room or of system in laying out the 
city, but from the circumstance that the rapid 
growth of the city hitherto has rendered it 1m- 
possible for building operations to keep pace 
with the wants of the inhabitants of the city. 
It is suggested that if Chicago ever ceases to 
grow, as Philadelphia has done, her home ac- 
commodations will have a chance to catch up 
with her population.— Heal Estate and Build- 
ing Journal.

DECISION ON A POINT IN BUILDING 
ASSOCIATION LaW. 


Construction of the Rights and Privileges 
of Stockholders in Different Series—The 
Building and Loan Scheme Does Not 
Essentially Include Any Speculative 
Features—Its Principles Highly Com- 
mended—Successful Operation of Local 
Organizations 

In the New Jersey Chancery Court a decis- 
ion has just been rendered which puts an in- 
teresting construction on one phase of buila- 
ing association law. ‘The bill was filed by 
Thomas Deermg against a building and loan 
association to enjvin it from offering its funds 
for sale to the members of the second series 
until the members of the first series are paid 
in full. The complainant in the case was the 
owner of five shares of stock. 

According to the scheme adopted, ten years 
was allowed for this stock to mature, and 
when so matured each share was expected to 
be worth $20u. Part of the plan was to issue 
different and successive series of stock year 
after year. There was a provision in the con- 
stitution for the payment of stock in these 
words: 

When the stock of any series shall have at- 
tained the value of $200 each, one-half of the ro- 
ceipts shall be appropriated by the board exclu- 
sively to the liquidation of thesame. Priority in 
paymentséhallbe given to those willing to allow 
the highest premium, and no interest will be al- 
lowed onsuch money due from the time valae is 
ascertained until payment is made. 

In November, 1891, the second series ma- 
tured, each share being of the value of $200. 
The Board of Directors undertook | to apply 
the one-half of the receipts to the liquidation 
secon 
series by permitting those whoheld stock 
in either series to bid, offering such rate 
per cent as they were willing to give for 
the amount of their stock. In December last 
the rate per cent for the premium was 6 per 
cent, and in April last it had so advanced as 
to command 9 per cent. The complainant 
says that the money in hand offered in this 
manner for the liquidation of both the first 
arti second series, rather than of the first 
series alone, worked a great hardship upon 
the members of the first series, in that it 
greatly increased. competition. It is alleged 
that this is in contravention of the constitu- 
tion, and consequently a violation of the con- 
tract entered into between the association and 
its members. It is said that, according to the 
contract and constitution, the members of the 
first series are entitled to priority in bidding 
until the amount due the members of the 
first series is entirely liquidated. 

Each of the series must be treated as a sep- 
arate and independent association in this par- 
ticular. Whatever other dependence the one 
had upon the other by way of benefits, it was 
not intended that the owner of any series 
which first matured should be subject for the 
liquidation of his shares upon the will or wish 
of the owner of any stock which shouid ma- 
ture in any subsequent series. He is only to 
be broughtinto competition with the members 
of his own series. e is obliged to forego in- 
terest. This surely is sufficiently penalty for 
delay. In addition to this, he should not be 
subject to the hardship which might ensue if 
he were obliged to yield to the exactions which 
subsequent shareholders might impose, who 
perhaps could afford, since they lose no inter- 
est, to supply their necessities by offering 
high premiums for the money. If the princi- 
pal contended for by the defendant should 
prevail, then the owaer of the stock in the 
first series might be postponed until the owner 
of the stock in the lagf series was satisfied. 


No Speculative Features Involved. 


The Philadelphia Ledger in reply to a cor- 
respondent who asksif there are any specu- 
lative features connected with the building so- 
ciety scheme explains the situation as follows: 

The scheme is not intended to be speculative in 
its character. Ofcourse it is a business, and it is 

ible for losses to occur by reason of being too 
iberal or careless in the matter of granting loans, 
but as a general thing the entire business is sup- 
ed to be of the most conservative character. 
he money is generally loaned to members who 
purchase homes and who give the societies mort- 
gage securities for the same. Every borrower is 
required also to deposit besides the interest $1 
per month dues on every $200 borrowed, thus 
monthly adding new and additional security to 
that already acqui instance, a 
report fore us mortgage 
loans aggregating ‘ 499 shares 
of stoc In monthly dues these shares 
have paid in, the 8 being ten years old. 120 
times 499, or $59,800. This sum is held as addi- 
tional security besides the $99,800 in mortgages. 
Also the 499 shares have a gain credit of $49.62 
each, or 4 total profit of $24,7 


B. and this too is 
held as sécurity. If the loans are carefully made 
in the first place, it will be seen that they must be 
absolutely safe after the borrower has paid in 
dies for a few years. The stock loans made are 
perfectly safe, because stock loan borrowers can- 
not take out more than they have actually paid 
in. In country districts some associations pur- 
chase desirable, considered so at least by the com- 
panies, lots of ground and afterward turn them 
over to the members at agreed values. This, per- 
haps, is entering the realm of speculation, but 
the members are well acquainted with tho land 
bought, and seem to know that it is desirable 
property. There is no element of lottery in these 
associations, and withdrawing members are only 
entitled to the amount paid in with interest, if 
interest has actually been earned. 
Building-Association Idea Commented On. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat says of 
building and loan investments: 

Show me a man with a wife and children who 
saves a little money every month, and give me 
tive minutes’ talk with him, and at the end of that 
time I'll have him a member of one of the build- 
ing associations. Ihave been studying building 
associations for ten years, and 1 firmly believe 
that through them any industrious man who 
spends $10 a month less than: he makos can place 
himself in a position to stop working hard for 
other men by the time he is 50 or 55 years old. I 
think that the building associations have already 
worked a great improvement in the condition of

plaudits of those they so materially benefit, but 
from the’ public at large, for they not only ad- 
vance the individual interests of their members 
but are a large factor in the general growth and 
advancement of cities where they are lucated.

Among Local Associations. 


The sixth quarterly statement issued by the 
Revenue Building and Loan Association shows 
total assets and liabilities of $55,945. Under 
assets are ranged $46,250 in real-estate 
loans, $5,628 in stock loans, and $3,632 
in cash. The liabilities are for install- 
ments of $43,004 and unpaid loans of $9,077. 
The Secretary takes exception to the classifi- 
cation of the association with those which 
make no distinction between earned and un- 
earned premiums. He claims that nothing 
but earned premiums are credited up to profit 
account, but there is nothing in the regular 
public report to show that this is done. The 
receipts for the quarter ending Aug. 31 
amounted to $20,996 and the principal items 
of disbursement were for real-estate loans. 
$11,922; for stock loans, $2,470; and for with- 
‘drawal dyes, $2,271. The protit and loss ac- 
count for the quarter, which is shown sepa- 
. has a net amount of $1,330 on the right 
side. 

One of the large associations of Chicago, 
which is not carrying a single piece of real es- 
tate and haa never lost adollar, has adopted 
the careful policy of paying out all money on 
building loans directly to the parties doing the 
work or furnishing the materials, instead of 
intrusting it to the contractors. They also re- 
quire thetr own architect to make examina- 
tion and certify to the value of the security 
offered before any loan is approved. Some 
other associations, which are not so careful in 
these respects, have considerable moncy tied 
up in real estate. 

Samuel Brown Jr., Treasurer of the Con- 
mon wealth Savings and Loan company, writes 
as follows: 

I inclosé you the by-laws of the Commonwealth 
Savings and Loan company. This is a new com- 
pany, only having been in existence since May 1, 
since which date we have sold 814 shares of stock 
and made loans ‘of about $15,000. Our strong 
pee is that we issue paid-up stock at the rate of 

per share, allowing 6 per cent interest on that 
part of the money not. deducted for dues. In 
other words, a subscriber buying 100 shares of 
stock and paying $5,000 we deduct from this $5,000 
six months’ dues at the rate of 50 cents a month 
and allow him at the expiration of the first. six 
months 6 per cent interest on the balance. At 
this time we deduct another six months’ dues and 
pay him 6 per cent interest on the-balance. We 
have had applications for over $50.000 worth of 
first-class loans, but not having sufficient money 
on hand have. been unable to accommodate the

JIM CORBETT CALLS ON JOHN I. 


But the Old Champion Is Not at Home to 
Receive the New One, 

New Orizans, La., Sept. 8—[The World’s 
special. ]—It was a sore party that gathered in 
ex-Champion John L. Sullivan’s room at the 
St. Charles Hotel this morning. All night 
long the big fellow had tried to drown his sor- 
rows in the cup that cheers, but even when 
his brain was dulled by the fumes of drink 
his sorrows would rash upon him with over- 
whelming force and he would break down 
and sob. None of those who witnessed the 
fight will ever forget Sullivan’s speech—how 
he rose to his feet, still dazed and reeling 
from Corbett’s awful punishment, staggered 
across the ring, clutching blindly at the empty 
air, to tell the people that he had been fairly 
beaten. Then when he went back to his chair 
he turned his bruised face to Johnson and 
said: a 

„This morning I had a million friends; now 
I have not one in the whole worid.“ His chin 
dropped upon his breast and the deep, hard 
sob that shook his big frame told how keenly 
he felt his defeat. His mouth was so badly 
swollen this morning that he could not eat. 
His jaws were stiff and sore, and altogether he 
presented a surry spectacle. He attempted to 
eat some fruit, but fiaally gave it up. 
It's no use, said he, my face is too sore,” 
He managed to swallow some coffee and soup, 
however. é 

Subsequent to the fight Corbett jumped into 
a carriage and was driven to the Southern 
athletic club, where he ate a light lunch with 
a party of friends, . While the rest of the crowd 
drank champagne “Gentleman Jim” drank 
nothing but a glass of milk. One of his 
friends lifted a glass of wine to his lips, say- 
ing: Jim, Ihave not tasted wine for two 
years, but I will break my pledge to drink to 


your health.“ 
Wait a minute,“ said Corbett. You may 


drink my health in water, but if you touch 
that wine to your lips I will never speak to 
you again. I will not have your pledge broken 
for my sake. 

Corbett was up at 8 o’clock this morning, 
and it was not long thereafter that he an 
the arduous task of shaking everybody’s 
hand. He received callers until noon. Then, 
accompanied by Manager Brady and Mr. 


. Thurnauer, his agent, he was driven to the St. 


Charies Hotel. He wanted to see Sullivan. 
Mr. Thurnauer went up to John L.'s room 
and knocked at the door. It was opened by 
Charley Johnson. The only other occupant 
of the room was John Lennen, Sullivan’s 
brother-in-law. 

„Mr. Corbett would like to see Mr. Sulli- 
van, said Mr. Thurnauer. Corbett can go 
to h——,”’ replied Lennen. Here Charley John- 
son stepped forward and begged Thurnauer 
not to take such a reply to Corbett as coming 
from Sullivan. “John would never send 
back such a reply.“ said Johnson. He has 

one to the bath and will not be back for an 
our or more.“ 

Later in the day Corbett sent this letter: 

NEw ORLEANS, La., Sept. 8, 1892.—To Mr. John 
L. Sullivan.—Dear Sir: 1 am ready to spar at 
any benefit given to you at any time and any 
place. Please let me hear from you as soon as 
possible. Yours truly, James J. CORBETT. 

Corbett, accompanied by his manager and 
a few friends, then went into the dining-room 
for lunch. He talked unreservedly about the 
fight. I tried from the first to keep Sulli- 
van busy not give him a moment’s rest.“ 
said he. But Delaney held me back. I saw 
in the first round that he could not land on 
me with any effect. But don't make any mis- 
take; his arms and fists are so heavy that he 
hurts wherever he lands. He uses them like 
clubs, or as a man would use a sledge-ham- 
mer. Every time I ducked one of his right- 
handed swi he landed on my back, and I 
tell you it Jarred me, too. 

I knew what he was driving at. He was 
aiming for the back of my neck where it 
joins the spinatcolumn, If 1 bad begun to 
slug earlysin the figat 1 think I could have 
finished him in ten rounds. My seconds in- 
sisted that I should not mix it up with him too 
early in the flight and I obéyed hem. 

Did you hurt your hands, Jim?“ some- 

asked, 

J wrenched my right wrist on his jaw, 
almost the last blow I struck.“ was the reply. 
It is a little sore, but it does not amount to 
anything, The worst b'ow I got was a right- 
hander in the eye. It made me wink but did 
not daze me.”’ 

Those who witnessed the fight were some- 
what surprised at the ease with which Corbett 
held his own in the clinches. Sullivan, as 
heavy as he was, generally got the worst of 
it. “*‘My strength came from my mode of 
training,“ explained Corbett. 
I wrestled and roughed with McVey, who 
weighs about 230 pounds. It gave me great 
strength. Therefore, when I clinched with 
Sultivan I was thoroughly at home. 

When I-would run in under his guard and 
clinch I could teli at once whether he was 
braced or not by the way he felt against my 
arms. If he was not braced I would throw my 
wrist under his arms and force him back. If 
he was braced I would give way without an 
effort and allow him to push me back. Sulli- 
van took his defeat like a man, and I would 
have done likewise had he knocked me out. 

If Dominick McCaffrey wants some of the 
same medicine I will talk the matter over 
with him when I get back to New York.

AN ACTIVE VOLCANO IN AFRICA. 


The Discovery Made by Dr. Emin on His 
Last Journey in the Lake Kegion. 

There are not many opportunities in Africa 
for explorer’ to win fresh laurels, but in the 
region which Emin Pasha hurriedly passed 
through on his recent journey to Albert Ny- 
anza there is undoubtedly a chance to do 
original work of much interest. This region 
may be called the Sicily of Africa, and Dr. 
Stuhlmann, Emin’s comrade, has written just 
enough of it to show that it is worth studying 
in detail. Dr. Stuhlmann says he hopes some 
explorer will visit this mountainous country 
west of Victoria Nyanza and: southeast of 
Lake Albert Edward, whith Emin was com- 
pelied to pass through hurriedly and which no 
white man had ever seen before, 

South of the lake, writes Dr. Stuhlmann, 
extend two great plains, one stretching far 
to the east and the other to the southwest, 
with a big forest region in between. The 
eastern plain is bordered on the east by the 
high mountains of Butumbi and Pororo. 
These mountains are lofty, and there are 
many of them, but we saw them only at a 
distance. At their southern end is a range of 
five mountains, stretching in a southwest 
direction, each of them larger than any of the 
other summits. They are isolated cones at 
considerable distances from one another, very 
jagged, perpendicular; and pointed. The cone 
which is furthest east was seen by the Scanley 
expedition on its march south,and figures on the 
maps as Mfumbiro, that is to say, The Cook.’ 
A glance shows that these mountains are vol- 
canoes, and, according to the natives, one of 
them is in frequent eruption. This is the 
most southern of the five brother peaks. 

Dr. Stuhimann estimates the height of this 
volcano at over 22,000 feet. Its eastern slope 
is almost perpendicular. The natives say that 
often at night its top is crowned with flames, 
and a tremendous roar is heard which they 
liken to the bellowing of a great herd of cat- 
tle. All these summits are formed of tava. 
Dr. Stuhlmann says the region appears to be 
wonderfully well watered and to be covered 
with forests. He regards it as one of. the 
most remarkable districts he has seen in 
Africa, and it probably will not long remain 
unexplored. N

BUILD CREMATORIES AT ONCE. 

The arrival of the Scandia in New York, re- 
porting thirty-two cholera deaths on the voy- 
age from Hamburg and bringing eleven still 
living sufferers and more new cases every 
hour from the dread pestilence, ought to bea 
powerful stimulus tothe movement in favor 
of cremation of all decom posing organic mat- 
ter. We should have crematories for the burn- 
ing up of garbage and all other kinds of filth, 
including the excreta of human beings and 
other animals, and in which can be consumed 
by fire without delay the clothing, bedding, 
and bodies of persons dying from infectious 
diseases should. any such be found in this 
city. ; 

The Council will reassemble Monday night. 
At that first meeting it should pass a peremp- 
tory ordinance for the efficient carrying out of 
these sanitary provisions. The Council ought 
not to adjourn without having done its full 
duty in that respect to the citizens. 

The needs of the city require not one or two 
of these crematories but a chain of them, 
strung like beads on a necklace alony the west 
bank of both branches of the river, from 
Lake View into the Town of Lake. They 
should besufficiently numerous and close to- 
wether to permit the cremation of all refuse 
material with the shortest practicable 
amount of transportation east and west 
to the furnaces. There would then 
be the least excuse for allowing 
filth to remain near the homes of the people 
and the minimum of annoyance during its 
passage to the nearest furnace. It does not 
mend matters much to gather up the filth and 
garbage and then deposit them in great piles 
arcund the city, in which heaps the process of 
deeomposition is fa more offensive and 
dangerous than it would be inthin layers 
elsewhere. The only proper, the only safe 
way to dispose of the vile stuff is by burning 
it, and that in the incipient stages of decom- 
position. To this end there must be plenty 
of crernatories, so that the purifieation of the 
city can be made constant, all the filth being 


ejected from the human habitat. 


SLOW WORK IN BURNING GARBAGE. 

Before adjourning, the last week in July, 
the Council gave the order for establishing 
crematories. One and a half months have 
passed since then and practically nothing has 
been done in the matter. The order has been 
ignored, siurred over, and disregarded, and so 
conspicuously that it should now be renewed 
with an emphasis which will leave no excuse 
for disobedience. Why the health authorities 
have been so slow we know not. Perhaps 


ing influence upon them, or hypnotized them 
into inability to recognize the importance of 
the situation. Whatever the benumbingcause 
may have been there should now bea vigorous 
shaking up. The Council need have no fears 
about the expense. They have full power to 
appropriate out of the revenues of next 
year apy amount nee to meet an 
unexpected emergency, such as a 
threatened attack of cholera pestilence, and 
no difficulty would be experienced in borruw- 
ing all the money required in anticipation of 
the tax levy for payment to the Health and 
Street Departments. So the Council may go 
fearlessly to work in the matter, taking a 
quarter ofa million it necessary and using, it 
to make the city clean and destroy the filth, 
under arrangements which, if kept up, will 
preserve to it an enviable cleanliness for all 
time in the future.

The men whose open air gambling hell at 
Garfield Park has been shut up by the city 
authorities say that when the Council reas- 
sembles tomorrow evening their friends 
in that body will move for the appointment of 
a committee to investigate the recent occur- 
rences at the trotting park, and especially the 
shootings. : 

It is not intended to have an investigation 
to bring out facta, as the Coroner’s jury is at- 
tending to all that duty, but to appomt a 
smuirching committee to bring in a report 
made up of all the rumors, inaiauations, and in- 
nuendoes which the gamblers and their friends 
or hired advocates may pour into the ears of 
the committeemen.. That which is aimed at 


is the blackening and the breaking down of 


the city administration. by bombarding it 
with rotten eggs and dead cats. 

It cannot be possible, however, that the Al- 

dermen will lend themselves to anything of 
the kind. There is not one of them whd be- 
lle ves that good could be accomplished by 
any inquiries they might make. Indeed the 
Council is not the body to enter on the in vesti- 
gations which the gamblers have in 
view. Tne circumstances connected with tne 
shooting of the twoofficers are being inquired 
into by a Coroner’s jury in accordance with 
the law. Its findings will be authoritative. 
Those of a Council committee would have no 
more weight than those of an equal number 
of private citizens. Probably they would not 
have as much. 
Nor is it the business of a Council to investi- 
gate the conduct of a Mayor or other munici- 
pal officers, The statutes provide that if any 
one of them is guilty of a palpable omission 
of duty or of oppression, misconduct, or mis- 
teasance in the discharge of the duties of his 
office, he shall be liable to indictment in any 
court of competent jurisdiction. The Council 
is not such a court. It cannot indict and it 
¢annot try. 

If any Alderman or citizen has evidence 
which shows that the Mayor or any of his 
officers have been guilty of oppression or mis- 
eonduct all they have to do is to take their 
evidence before the grand jury of the cdunty, 
and if it believes that a prima facie case is 
made out an indictment will be re- 
furned against the offending official 
and he will have an opportunity to 
defend himself in accordance with law. 
The gamblers have begun some civil suits 
against the Mayor and Chief of Police, under 
the pretense of recovering damages, and 
threaten to bring more. If either has op- 
pressea them unlawfully as they say why do 
not they go to the Criminal Court with their 
complaints? Most of them know the way 
there and how business is done—by personal 
experience as defendants. ; 

Having no valid evidence; knowing that 
they, and not the Mayor, have been the Jaw- 
breakers, they wish to rig up a bogus court 
before which they may pour out alt their 
‘landers and venom, ud before which tri- 
bunal irresponsible loafers may appear and 
recite the lies they have been paid to re- 
peat. The gamblers hope that papers friendly 
tothem or politically unfriendly to the ad- 
‘ministration they wish to smirch will print 
this stuff, and that the correspondents of out- 
side papers will send it in a condensed form 
over the country with the view of injuring the 
Jcredit of the city.

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FAIR OPENING CITY DECORATION. 
lt is generally conceded that it will not only 
be proper but necessary to decorate the city 
on the occasion of the World's Fair dedication 
ceremonies next month. An undecorated city 
would not offer an enthusiastic welcome to 
the thousands who will come here or manifest 
any degree of local pride and interest in this 
great preliminary event. Granted therefore 
that the decoration is to be done, the next im- 
portant move is to have it done well, and by 
following some concerted and weil considered 
plan to produce an artistic and impressive ef- 
fect, ana one in keeping with the great scheme 
of the Fair, of which the streets of Chicago in 
October will be the threshold. So far, there- 
fore, as the prelimanary meeting of citizens 
and the appointment of a committee to act 
with a similar committee of the Common 
Council will conduce to this end their com- 
bined action will commend itself to the peo- 
ple of the city. 
_ The idea of formulating some general 
scheme of decoration, to be arrived at by 
expert authority, instead of leaving it to indi-

will surely happen if it is left to chance or in- 
_dividual whim, Chicago upon this occasion 
must look her prettiest, and she will have to 
stand the test of criticism, much of which will 
de invidious if there is the slight- 
est occasion for it. There will be 
, plenty of her rivals here who 
have not yet recovered from their jealousy, 
and they will only be too glad of any oppor- 
_ tunity to sneer at her attire and make fun of 
it. It will simplify the matter, therefore, to 
leave it to the taste of those who have pro- 
‘fessional experience and are qualified to make 
suggestions. One such, Mr. F. D. Millet, the 
decorative artist, has already by request 
thrown out some general hints which can be 
safely followed by the committee, such 
as the use of two colors, red and 
white, which will have a handsome effect 
upon smoke-stained walls and particularly 
upon the high buildings; the erection of tall 
poles along the curbs.to carry streamers and 
gonfalons, which ia one of the most effective 
methods of street decoration; and the mass- 
ing of simple color on fagades instead of what 
he happily characterizes “‘ a spotty and harle- 
quin effect.” Mr. Millet deserves the thanks 
of the whole community for calling attention to 
the fact that one great principle of decoration 
is repetition—that is to say, a great deal is 
gained by having a wealth of any chosen 
form, flag, or ornament. But at the same 
time nothing can be werse in ordinary strect 
flecoration than the red, white, and blue 
mec stuff covered with small stars which

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DEMOCRATIC FREE-TRADE-KNOWNOTH- 
ING CARTOONS. 

The junior Democratic organ of this city is 
in the free-trade cartoon business. In one 
ane it has a picture intended to tax the Re- 
publican party with only twenty days’ quar- 
antine against the unwholesome product, the 
human dregs of the uncivilized portions of 
Europe and “ perpetual protective quaran- 
tine against wholesome products of civilized 
Europe.“ There are two sides to these pict- 
ures, however. What is the reverse? What 
is the remedy? Evidently either to exclude 
all emigrants by a Chinese vill applicable to 
Germans, Scandinavians, Irishmen, Scotch- 
men, Englishmen, Welshmen, and Canadians, 
orto establish a system of commerce with 
Europe by which we shall get the produce of 
Europe in Europe instead of having it manu- 
factured in this country. The argument is, 
that it is better to get the products of Eu- 
ropean manufacture from Europe and pay for 
them, the balance of trade, in gold than for 
European workingmen to come here and man- 
ufacture for us in this country and their wages 
to be paid for in American produce. The 
anxiety of the Democrats is to keep Euro- 
peaus at home and bring their manufactures 
here to close our own factories and wills, 
break down our cities, and pay the balance of 
trade with Europe in coin; and such is the 
proposition of a party the very backbone of 
which is made of these same foreigners and 
but for whose votes the Democratic party 
would be no stronger in the North than 
Weaver’s or Bid well's faction! 

It is a treacherous attack on the very men 
who form the bulk of that party in the North. 
It is a scheme to buy the products of Euro- 
pean manufacture, break down American 
manufactories, and let the European capi- 
talists have all the profit; but at the same time 
excluding the European industrial emigrants 
by making it impracticable for them to come 
here.

Do they not know that if 
such a systém had obtained here Chicago to- 
day would not have been as big as Milwaukee 
and Milwaukee not as big as Oshkosh and 
Oshkosh not as big as Podunk? 
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‘WILL THE’ WALKING DELEGATES Ex- 
PLAIN THE EFFECT OF FREE TRADE! 
There were 35,000 workingmen in line in 

the imposing and attractive procession on 

Labor day, a majority of whom are voters. 

One- half of them are engaged in industries such 

‘as those connected with iron and steel, wood- 

working, leather, machinery, implements, 

vehicles, etc., which are protected directly by 
the tariff. The wages of the other half, who 
are employed in related industries, are kept 
at their present high grade because the wages 
of the directly protected workmen are high. 
If the latter were to get but half what they do 
now they would erowd over into the so-called 
unprotected tradeg and force down wages 
there to a common level. The tendency 1s 
always towards an equilibrium. 
Unquestionably a majority of that proces- 
sion were Democrats. The Democratic lead- 
ers before whom they passed in review said 
to themselves, these are the men who are to 
give us Chicago, Cook County, and perhaps 


‘Illinois, providing. they do not find out before 


election the end and aim of our present tariff 
policy.” 

The workingmen do not seem to pay much 
attention to what Republicans say on the sub- 
ject. The Democrats are careful to keep the 
truth from them. But if those in whom the 
mem bers of the union have implicit confidence 
—their walking delegates, Grand Masters, 
Supreme Sires, and Worshipful Chiefs, etc.— 
were to get up in the lodgerooms and tell 
them the truth tney would believe what they 
-were told and would act on it at the polls. If 
those whom the workingmen have chosen as 
their leaders were to explain to them that 
Democratic free trade would cut down their 
wages to the European level, that wages must 
fall to correspond to those of the competing 
countries under free trade, then those artisans, 
most of whom were born abroad, and who are 
familiar with the pay and mode of life pre- 
vailing in Europe, would for the first time 
understand the present political situation and 
the destructive effect of the Democratic free 
trade scheme on their welfare. 

If the workingmen were shown by their 
leaders that the inevitable result of the Demo- 
cratic free trade policy would be to transplant 
the low wages and pinched existence of Europe 
to America, so that a man removing from 
Berlin, Brussels, or Birmingham to Chicago 
would find wages and everything else about 
the same here as there, they would quickly 
show their disapproval of a party which 
favored a policy which had such evil and de- 
structive results. Two-thirds of them would 
go to tne polls next November and vote for 
Republican candidates in order to retain 
Republican high wages. The remaining third, 
being blind, bigoted, insensate partisans and 
having a feeling that it would be wrong to 
vote for a National Republican, would either 
support People’s fiat party candidates or stay 
away from the polls.

But 
they are afraid to tell the latter the truth.

They are not certain but what 
if they told the facts some of the more bigoted

GREAT PROGRESS OF THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

Auditor Ackerman's report of the finances 
of the Fair, made public yesterday, shows 
clearly the money status of the great project. 
The total receipts to Aug. 81 were $10,401,044 
and the expenditures $8,748,259, leaving a bal- 
ance on hand at that time of $1,657,785. Of 
the sum total of expenditures the construc- 
tion account includes $7,502,512 and the gen- 
eral expenses $1,150,071. The month of Au- 
gust was a particularly expensive one. The 
cost for work done was over $971,763 and 
the administrative expenses $135,821, making 
a total of $1,107,584. There were 2,246 
einployés on the salary list drawing $177,920; 
average pay per month about $79. The popu- 
lar interest in the great work is shown by the 
receipts of $99,119 at the gates, the most of 
which came from the people of Chicago; and, 
Congress to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
most of this Amount was paid in by visitors 
who.spent Sunday op the grounds in a peace- 
able, orderly, and enjoyable manner, 

What is there to show for this great outlay 
of money? A great park graded, drained, im- 
proved, ana beautified by the highest resources 
of landscape art; sand-dunes and swatnp-holes 
giving place to trim lawns, gardens, and 
clumps ef trees; the wooded island, which 
will be athing of beauty; graceful lagoons 
winding in and out among the palatial build- 
ings, giving access to them by water as well as 
by land; one of the handsomest beach prome- 
nades in the world, which will be a favorite 
resort in the warm summer days of 1898 and 
show a living panorama of all na- 
‘ions; thirteen main exposition build- 
ings, planned by architects and decorated 
in colors and mural adornments by artists 
from all over the country, and seventeen 
minor buildings, including the battle-ship, the 
Casino, Colonnade, Music Hall, peristyle, and 
others, devoted to the practical workings of 
the Fair. In addition to these twenty-eight 
State and foreign buildings in various styles 
ofarchitecture are rapidly coming forward 
along the main avenue and in the north- 
ern part of the grounds, and eleven 
special buildings are going up in other 
places, Besides these the Exposition 
company has to build an _ intramural 
railway, bridges, electric subways, fountains, 
obelisks, and other works which will combine 
use and beauty and add to the general effect 
of the grounds. There can be no doubt that 
in extent, beauty, artistic effect, complete- 
ness, adaptability to its purposes, and in all 
respects that appeal to the senses and the taste 
even of the most critical, Jackson Park 
in 1893 will be the most beauti- 
ful exposition spot the world has ever 
seen. There is the same certainty that 
the assem bled thousands next month from all 
parts of the country will be struck with 
astonishment and edmiration at the work 
which has been ‘accomplished. There remain 
about seven months of effort to bring this 
work to its well-rounded close. It will re- 
quire a small army of men and an immense 
outlay of money. The bills for August are an 
indication of this. They will not be 
likely to decrease and October will 
involve heavy expenditures. All the more 
reason therefore is there that reasonable econ- 
omy shall dominate the outlay so that in the 
end the Fair may be not alone an artistic but 
a financial success. 
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ALTGELD ON DISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH. 


Ex-Judge Altgeld made a speech last Mon- 
day to some of the people of Elgin and vicin- 
ity, in which he said some things that are not 
true, and many that lack proof. He told his 
audience that in thelast twenty years there 
has been such a rapid concentration of wealth 
into a few hands as to justify alarm. He al- 
leged that twenty-five years ago five-eighths of 
our people owned their own homes, while 
today only three-eighths of them own homes, 
and asked how long it will be until there will 
be less than one-eighth, 

Altgeld claimed to have authority for this 
statement, but did not produce it, and so far 
from being correct the figures would be more 
nearly true if reversed. In the last quarter 
and half century there has been a vast in- 
crease in the ownership of homes by the peo- 
ple who live in them. Half of Iowa, more 
than half of Minnesota, and nearly all of the 
lands now oceupied in Kansas, Nebraska, and 
the Dakotas have Leen taken up in the time 
named, and are at present worked by persons 
who are part or complete owners. Immense 
areas further west, after having been occupied 
by ranchers, are now being cut up into farms 
of moderate size, which are tilled by the own- 
ers. The dividing up of large tracts into 
small farms has been a marked feature on the 
Pacific slope. Thousands of the big estates 
held by a few cotton and sugar planters 
in the South before the war are cut up into 
smaller holdings cultivated for themselves by 
a large number of whites and blacks. Ihe 
farms in the older States of the North, as Illi. 
nois and Indiana, are gradually being owned 
by amore numerous proprietary, and even 
the New England States, where lands were for 
atime deserted because of intense ayricul- 
tural competition from new farms in the 
West, are now being taken up by French 
Canadians and others whodeem them -more 
profitable than tracts where they come from. 
Nor is this process of dividing up confined to 
the United States. France has undergone a 
peaceful revolution in that respect within the 
last hundred years, ite lands being now held 
by eight or nine million proprietors instead of 
a few thousands, as in the last century, and 
the recent policy of the British Government 
decidedly favors;a wide extension of land 
ownership in the United Kingdom. The land 
of the German Empire is iaainly owned in 
small freeholda, The same is true of Bel- 
gium, Holiand, Sweden, Norway, Switzerland, 
and most of Austria. 

A similar tendency is observable in the vil- 
lages and the cities. The percentage of dwellers 
there who own the houses they live in is steadily 
increasing. The mechanic, the clerk, and 
even the laborer own the places in which they 
themselves and their families live to a much 
larger extent than in the middle of the cent 
ury. The building associations of the cities 
have greatly helped in this direction, as have 
also the savings banks. Both of these institu. 
tions are of comparatively recent growth, ana 
whether ia city or country the bulk of the in. 
debtedness on homes is simply money owing 
ou the property by purchasers who made only 
partial payments at the outset, while it is also 
true that very many of these are of 


| foreign birth, persons who came 


to this country poor, 
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toil obtainable in the United Staten than 
abroad. Why should not these people pay 
the whole of the purchase money? Why 


should any one grumble because they are 


asked to “concentrate in the hands” of the 
former owners the full price’ agreed on at the 
time of the first occupancy? — 1 

We have in the United States over eight 
million freeholders. They, with their fami- 
lies, form fully 60 per cent of the whole 
American people. Real estate constitutes 
more than half the sixty-six billions of wealth 
in the country. The concentration of wealth, 
which the speaker complained of, is rather 
in personal property than im real es- 
tate, the latter being let go by many 
rich men because they see better opportuni- 
ties for making their capital earn more money 
by investing in railroad stocks, commerce, 
and manufectures than in ownmg farms to be 
worked on shares or rented to occupants, it 
is only the poorer class that will consent to 
work land on those terms, The farmer who is 
good for anything wants to own his farm, and 
if he has not money enough to buy it outright 
at the start he pays down a part of the price, 
and the rest at some future time with inter- 
est for the use of the property which did not 
belong to him till he had paid fort. « 

So the question put by Altgeld must be 
answered for a hundred years or more in the 
past. It cannot be answered for the future. 
So long as present conditions of society con- 
tinue there must be a farther widening of the 
percentage of people who own their homes in 
city and country, and it is not possible for us 
to reproduce here the conditidns alleged 
by him to have existed at the downfall of 
Persia and Rome, when he says all the land 
was owned by a very few individuals. If the 
element of safety be where he assigns it— 
namely: in a widespread ownership of the land, 
the United States is preéminently safe and its 
people are so, with the best of reason to be- 
lieve that the basis of their prosperity has to 
broadén indefinitely in the future, If Altgeld 
would post himself up a little on the facts he 
would no longer predict to his hearers de- 
struction to our government and civilization. 
On the contrary, if he be an honest man he 
would have to tell his audiences that they 
form part of the most prosperous nation on 
the face of the earth, and one for which there 
18 a good prospect of still increasing prosperi- 
ty through many centuries to come, while 
some others are in a state of decadence and 
decay. 


THE END OF THE ANDOVER CASE. 

The long-contested Andover case at lest has 
been closed, the visitors of the seminary hav- 
ing dismissed the complaint against Prof. 
Smyth. At their recent meeting the Chair- 
man of the board read the decision which, 
after overruling the legal objections, dismissed 
the case on the following grounds: 

That it is six years old and does not deal with 
the present state of things; that the trustees and 
Prof, Smyth have repeatedly and emphatically as- 
sured the visitors that the most thorough investi- 
gation, properly conducted, would be welcome, 
and the visitors do not believe that the best 
interests of the seminary require the re- 
opening of the case; and, third. that 
the Christian public cannot be made to 
understand the equity or reasonableness of 
condemning Prof. Smyth when the four 
other professors arraigned with him have been 
acquitted on the same charges and the same evi- 
dence. The visitors further remark that the com- 
plainants have not claimed any personal Friev- 
ance, and no wrong will be done them by dis- 
missing the case. 

The Smyth case has been pending for 
nearly seven years. Its merits are almost 
forgotten, except that it involved the absurdi- 
ties of ancient Calvinistic’ quiddities as 
against common sense · and modern progress, 
The fight has been waged with much bitter- 
ness. The theological part of it has raged 
among the seminary authorities. The legal 
part of it has been carried through the courts 
up to that of the highest resort; which some 
time since declared the appeal of the complain- 
ant as null and void. At last, however, the 
Board of Visitors has rescued the old sem- 
inary from the efforts of oid fogies to clog its 
progress and brought it well up to the line of 
advance which is beginning to characterize the 
Christian world. It has taken a long time, 
but the time. has not been wasted, 
for it is now definitely settled that 
the seminary will no longer be conducted 
upon the line of medieval precedent but 
upon that of nineteenth century thought and 
movement. It has been 4 notable victory 
and one which will bring much comfort to 
Union Seminary and Prof. Briggs, If the 
friends of progress could secure. a victory at 
Andover there is no reason for Union Sem- 
inary to doubt that ere long the old fogies of 
Presbyterianism will have to surrender be- 
fore the assaults of modern Christianity. The 
clouds are beginning to roll away. 


STRIKING AGAINST THE PUBLIC. 

Tux Tripuns said that if the telegraph op- 
erators should carry out their reported pro 
of striking this fall, selecting the time when 
business was most active and the community 
would suffer the greatest distress by their 
leaving their keys, they would be guilty of a 
conspiracy against society, g 

The senior Democratic organ says that 

It does not seem that the men would justly 
come in for any more condemnation for striking 
than should their employer Jay Gould for per- 
mitting them to strike. To say that telegraphers 
should strike only when business is light and 
their chance for success only slender is to 
say that they must take whatever wages their 
employers see fit to dale out to them or be brand - 
ed as enemies of society. 


Even if the operators believe they get too 
tittle wages that is no reason why the entire 
community should be made to suffer from 
their efforts to get more from the telegraph 
company.

Tas German General von Sichart proposes 
in the National Zeitung of Berlin to reform 
the calendar by abolishing the present irregu- 
lar distribution of the days into ths and 
establishing uniformity tor Sundays and other 
holidays. He would divide the year into four 
periods, the first and third to consist of 91 
days, the fourth of 92 days, and the second of 
91, except that it would comprise 93 days in 
leap years. The first month of each quarter he 
would have to consist of 31 and the second of 
days. The third month in each of the four sets 
would consist of 30 or 31 Jays. Then he pro- 
poses that Sunday shall always fall on the 
first day of the quarter, making the last week 
in the year to consist of eight days, and alse 
the last week of June in leap years only. The 
latter would include an extra day, to be called 
leap day, while the last day in each year would 
be termed surplus day. Then he proposes 
that Easter shall be celebratea the first 
day of April in each year, instead of 
dodging about through a range of fire 
weeks as it does now, and would make the 
year to begin with the shortest day, or aboit 
eleven days earlier than now. The changeis 
an attractive one in theory, but it may well be 
doubted if the great mass of people would 
care to change their reckoning as suggested, 
while it is probable the reform would be 
opposed tooth and nail both by Catholics and 
Protestants on account of its breaking up the 
sequence of seven days intervals between the 
days which some people insist on calling 
Sabbaths.

CROP AVERAGES SHOW A DECLINE. 


Wheat, Corn, and Oats Lower than on Aug. 
1—What the Figures Suggest.

The cards are vrinted on coarse, thick paste- 
board, and the descriptive matter is in fine 
type. In place of the usual characters the de- 
nomination of the card is denoted by letters 
or figures. The four quarters of the world 
are represented by the suits. The clubs con- 
tain a history of Africa, spades Asia, hearts 
Europe, and diamonds America. The popu- 
lation of the chief towns of America are given 
as follows: Mexico, 150,000; Lima, 60,000; 
Cuzco, 44.000; Panama and Philadelphia, 
42.000; New York, 23,000; Boston, 19,000; 
Newport, 6,000. 

From all that can be learned at the present 
day the first wrtten account of the use of 
playing cards in Europe was made in a manu- 
script by: Nicolas de Covellezzo, which ap- 
peared in Italy in the thirteenth century and 
is preserved in the archives of Viterbo. 

In presenting claims for the origination of 
cards China can, doubtiess, produce the 
longest pedigree for its games. In a Chinese 
dictionary, published in 1678, the statement is 
made that cards were invented in the reign of 
Leun-ho, 1120, and became popular during the 
reign of Kaow-tsung in 1131. It is said they 
were invented for the amusement of Leun- 

ho’s wives. They were first called ga-pae, or 
bone tickets, being made from bones, After- 
ward they were named che-pae, or paper 
tickets. The old packs were generally com- 
posed of thirty-two cards, with red 
and black circular dots, and court cards of 
one man and one woman. Most af the decks 
in use now have thirty cards, and are called 
Tseen-wap-che-pae—a thousand times ten 
thousand cards. [he Chinese cards are 
printed in black on thin cardboard, and the 
backs 4 crimson, black, der yellow. They 
are about an inch wide by three and a half 
inches long, are rounded at the top and bot- 
tom, and a small part of the upper end is left 
blank, so that they may be held conveniently 
and spread or “fanned” out showing their 
faces to the holder. The Chinese players hold 
them by the top and spread them out exactly 
the reverge of the European custom. 

Egypt of course claimsto have been the 
originator of playing cards. lascriptions on 
Egyptian monuments show that many games 
such as djce, knuckle-bones, jackstones, and

possibly, although not probably, chess, were 
known in very early days. 

In Spain cards are called naipes, which 
seems to mean flat or even. However, an 
ancient Spanish dictionary says that the word 
comes frdm the initial letters N. P.—Nicolas 
Pepin, 7 Spanish ir ventor of cards. This 
claim is rpgarded as absurd by most histo- 
rians. The cards known by the Italians in 1393 
were called naibi, which bears a strong re- 
semblance to the Spanish name, About this 
time Italy was invaded by the Spaniards, and 
it is said that the invaders introduced cards 
under the name used in Spain. It is certain 
that cards were well known in Spain in 1387, 
as at that time there was a statute made by 
John the First, King of Castile, which pro- 
hibited games of dice, of naipes, and of 
chess. g 

The sad history of Charles VI. of France 
may be ttaced in the remnant of an old pack 
of cards preserved in the Cabinet des Es- 
tampes dé la Bib'iothéque Nationale de Paris. 
An account, dated 1392, which is nowin the 
Chambre des Comptes, shows that Jacquemin 
Gringonneur, a painter, was paid 50 sols par- 
isis for paiuting three packs of cards of gold 
and different colors for the amusement of the 
deranged King. The broken deck which was 
found in the binding of an old book, was evi- 
dently in use during the reign of Charles VII., 
for many of the figures are dressed after the 
fashion of the court of hisday. By turning 
through the court cards thestory of the rvign of 
the feeblgé monarch is revealed, The perfidy 
of Isabella of Bavaria and the Duc d' Orleans, 
the grim outline of the dance of death and the 
shadow of the mad-house wall seem depicted 
in the quaintly-painted figures, repeating the 
tale of erhel intrigue and crime as plainly as 
the books of history or the tales of the chron- 
iclers. | 

The playing cards of England furnish an 
amusing study of the changing costumes 
of the f¢ourts. With each modification 
of dregs in the succeeding reigns 
the styles in the cards also change. The first 
packs déubtless came from Spain, as they 
were marked with the coin, maces, swords,

All attempts to change the style of playing 
cards from their present form have singularly 
failed. In France during the reign of Henry 
II. the king of diamonds was called Cæsar, of 
spades Davia, and of clubs Alexander. The 
costumes varied in ance with the pre- 
vailing fashion. At the time of the French 
revolution the king Soe slyly fingered from 
the deck.“ The whole royal family of the 
card-board was banished and sages and philos- 
ophers were substituted. But this banish- 
ment did not last long. for they were all re- 
called in 1813. Attempts have been 
made in America to introduce celebrated 
generals in place of the kings, and after the 
war in Mexico in 1848 a deck was produced on 
which Gens. Bragg, Twiggs, Wool, and Scott 
were represen The people clamored for 
the old 1 however, and are ready to 
acknowledge a submission to the play k 
and queens that the flesh-and-blood mona 
of the world might strive for in vain, 

If the historians are to be believed Colum- 
bus introduced playmg cards to America. 
The Puritans began an early war upon. them., 
but the love of the play could not be éasily 
eradicated, and maay ingenious devices were 
invented to obliterate the objectionable form 
and still retain the active principles of the 


game. 

One af the first means adopted to evade the 
religious scruples of the good people of Amer- 
ica was the introduction of a game called 
„ Yankee Notions. There were fifty cards in 
the pack, containing five suits called faces, 
flags, eagles, stars, and shields. As a matter 
of fact the cards differed from the old ones 
only in the symbols. Oné of the games played 
with them which became very popular was 
„John Smith.” A rule of the game was that 
the holder of Mrs. John Smith, who was al- 
ways anxious to recall her husband, should re- 
cite certain verses. When Mrs. Smith had the 
lead she said something like this: 

Come forth, great John, 


hou para on! 
y voice, Im sure, you know. 


Then the holder of John Smith was obliged 
to reply in the same meter, making the rhyme 
complete. If he were quick at jingle and 
repartee he might have said: 

1 know that voice, 
I have no choice; 
»Tis hard, but I must go,

caine popularin all parts of America. In 
some localities it was quite the fashion to 
send out invitations on the backs of playmg 
cards. An American family still preserves 
playing cards containing a ki of clubs, on 
the back of which under date of 1768 an invi- 
tation is extended by Sir Jeffrey Am- 
herst to one of the fair dam- 
sels of his day. A nine of hearts 
on which Napoleon had written some English 
sentences during his captivity is also pre- 
served. The visiting card probably had its 
origin in the custom of writing on the backs 
of playing carda. 
‘hile it is easy to ascertain. how playing 
cards first appeared in civilized America, 
their use among the Indian tribes cannot 
clearly be traced. Many of the tribes of 
Southeastern Alaska and Queen Charlotte’s 
Islands employ gambling sticks. Some of 
these sticks are beautifully carved with fig- 
ures of men, animals, and birds, and smirched 
with black or red paint. They certainly did 
not come from the Spaniards or the early im- 
migrants who settled on the eastern coast of 
America, but they do bear a slight re- 
semblance to the cards of Asia, and the con- 
nection between the early Indian tribes and 
that country is thus claimed by some en- 
thusiastic ethnologists. The cards used by 
the Apache Indians plainly show their Span- 
ish origin. The Apaches make their cards of 
deerskin and paint them red and blue. 

In reviewing the cards of different countries 
Japan should be mentioned as having the 
daintiest and most original designs. The 
symbols that the Japanese have adopted are 
unique and bear no resemblance to those of 
other nations. Japanese cards are much 
sroaller than those vsed in other lands, and on 
the back black paper is pasted and neatly 
folded over the face so as to form a narrow 
frame for the picture. The pack contains 
forty-nine cards, divided into twelve suits of 
four each, with an extra card with a plain 
white face which is used as a; joker.“ The 
twelve months of the year are represented by 
flowers or other appropriate emblems. 

The Persians also used tiny playing-cards 

consisting of layers of pasteboard closely 
pressed together and so copiously covered 
with paint and varnish as to resemble wood. 
One of the court cards is a female figure seat- 
ed on a chair holding a child in her lap. The 
king is accompanied by the queen. * — 
card shows a hunter drawing his knite across 
the throat of some animal. A cavalier mount- 
ed on a horse on the back of which is perched 
a tiger forms a unique figure. All the cards 
are beautifully embellished in gold and col- 
ors. ‘ 
A peculiar feature of the Cashmere cards is 
that they are circular in shape and about two 
inches in diameter. They are evidently made 
of thin pieces of wood, but are so thickly cov- 
ered with some composition that the original 
material is entirely concealed. In their suits 
and other respects they resemble the cards of 
Hindostan. 

Of the claims of all countries to the origin 
of the playing card those of India are un- 
doubtedly the most valid. If cards owe their 
origin to chess, as seems to be pretty well 
substantiated, then India gave birth tocards. 


One of the most reliable authorities who main- 


tain that cards came to England from India is 
Abel de Rémusat, who gave his views on the 
subject in the Journal Asiatique in 1822. He 
says that, like chess, cards were known to the 
Arabians and Saracens in the beginning of 
the twelfth century. The old custom of hav- 
ing the backs of cards checkered is pointed to 
as an evidence ¢hat it was a symbol of the 
chess board on which the game was formerly 


played. 


Not Much of an Affair.

UNEXPECTED OCCURS. 


AN ALPINE VILLAGE COMPLETELY 
DESTROYED BY FLOOD. 


A Glacier Falls into a Mountain Stream, 
Causing It to Overflow—The Possibility 
of Such an Occurrence Had Been Fore- 
seen by Tourists, but Was Scoffed At 
Ruin Wrought by the Rushing Water 
Complete—Houses Swept Away and Peo- 
ple Killed—Thé Stories of the Survivors. 

The magnitude of the recent catastrophe in 

Switzerland, the total destruction of St. Ger- 

vais, an Alpine village of 1,900 inhabitants, by 

the overflowing of the mountain stream Fayet, 
is almost beyond comprehension. The tele 
graph at first brought meager accounts of the 
disaster, but fuller details have been received 
in the illustrated journals of Europe. 

The ruin wrought by the sudden flood was 
complete. A large hotel and the greater por- 
tion of the village were entirely demolished, 
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breasts in water trying to wade toa place of 
safety. The next minute they disappeared 
and the water went over them. g 
All about me were loud shrieks and I 
* the table in my 12 thinking that 
if ny place was swept awa might save my- 
self with that. . ” . 
The whole — was over in ten minutes, 
it seemed to me, although the water did not 
subside for many days, and the Valley is still 
strewn with rocks and ali sorts of aébris. I 
am told that those rocks which we found in 
the bottom of the gorge when we came here 
were brought here ceuturies ago by a similat 
damming up and breaking away of the river. 
While one of the five buildi was still 
rocking in the rush of the torrent Denzler, the 
hairdresser at the establishment, placed a 
ladder between one of the corridor windows 
of the building and a mass of rock on the side 


of the ravine—a veritable rock of refuge—and. 


led across this frail bridge a number of vis- 
itors and servants toa place of safety. He 
seems to be one of the few persons who kept 
his head in this fear-inspiring time. He says 
that the torrent, as a torrent, lasted five mm- 
utes; that the central block of the hotel 
was moved downward as on wheels for a 
distance of about thirty feet and that it col- 
lapsed. In his opinion forty visitors at the 
hotel and about forty-four employés lost their

and in their stead was lett a plain of mud 
from two to six feet in depth. 

The accident was caused by a portion of 
the great Bionnasgay glacier falling into the 
River Fayet, completely damming that great 
stream and causing the accumulation behind 
the barrier of a vast amount of water. The 
icy dam gave way suddenly in the middle of 
the night, and the entire body of water was 
precipitated upon the sleeping and unsuspect- 
ing village below, literally wiping it out of ex- 
istence. 

St. Gervais-les-Bains was a pretty little vil- 
lage situated on the right bank of the stream 
Bon-Haut, which flows through the middle of 
the narrow gorge backed in the distance by 
Mount Blanc. The hotel was a large building 
constructed of solid stone masonry, divided 
into five wings. It was the busy season and 
the hotel was filled with guests, most of them 
French and Swiss people and a few English 
and Americans. From the windows of the 
hotel there was a fine view of the huge glacier 
Bionnassay, from the base of which there 
tiowed a small stream, 

At some unknown time previous to the 
night of July 11 part of the glacier fell into 
this stream and dammed it up. The flowing 
water began to accumulate and press against 
this dam, and when the guests of the hotel and 
the villagers retired that night 


a mighty w 
of water hung over their heads beld in pleas" 


by the dé bris ot this misplaced glacier. 

The enormous ressure of the water 
became greater greater as the hours 
passed by and shurtly after 2 o’clock in 
the morning, when all the residents of 
the hotel and village were fast asleep, the 
dam gave way. The immense volume of wa- 
ter rushed through the opening with terrible 
force and rapidity, carrying with it huge rocks 
weighing tons and large fragments that car- 
ried death with them in their mad flight. All 
this vast mass of water and débris fell upon 
the solidly built hotel and neighboring houses. 
completely crushing them. 

There was no chance for escape. Those in 
the direct path of the — 2 mass per- 
ished. Few were drowned, ost of the 


mud, the other 


lives. One of the curious fatalities reported 
is that of a Dane who had been on board the 
steamer Mont Blanc, the boiler of which ex- 
ploded with such shocking results while the 
vessel was making an excursion trip round the 
Lake of Geneva. Escaped from this accident 
he went to St. Gervais only to be drowned’ in 
the flood. 

As an evidence of the frenzied terror which 
seized upon some of the survivors of the dis- 
aster, a tale is told of one man who made his 
way—how, he scarcely kuows— to the village 
of Megeve. Thence he sent off a telegram to 
his family, not givmg any indication of the 
danger which had passed him by, but on 
telegraphing: Saved, saved! I cannot te 
you how, but saved, saved! 

A Frenchman named Lemoinier of Lille, 
who occupied rooms on the -first floor of one 
of the buildings left standing, says that on 
being awakened by the roar of the 
torrent he got up and lighted a 
candle. It was blown out immediately 
by a gust of wind (it may be remembered 
that oue of the terrifying accompaniments of 
the torrent was the sudden wind that whistled 
down the ravine with it), and at the same 
moment the floor of the room rose beneath 
his feet, lifted by the flood. For two hours 
he reinained in blank darkness, his feet on the 
inclined plane of the flooring, his 
touching the ceiling. After an age of waiting 
he was rescued by some people who m 4

M. Loys teils this story of his escape: 

I occupied the third floor, and having been 
awakened by the noise I hurriedly went out, 
and in ing down-stairs I met Mme de 
Tredecini of St. Severn, who Stopped me. It 
was useless, she said, to think of going out by 
the door, as the water had already reached the 
first floor. Then we went up-stairs. M. and 
Mme. Tredecini, their children, and myself 
huddled together. We had on merely the first 
garments that came to hand.

possible outlet was by the windows of the 
closets, which opened on the mountain. 

„On the third floor we tied the bed clothes 
together, but found that they were too short

killed met their death by being ground and 
torn td pieces. 

Numerous severed arms, legs, and heads 
were found scattered amid the pile of timbers 
and stones. Something like 155 are believed 
to have perished, but all have not yet been 
found. Numerous bodies are supposed to be 
buried beneath the layer of mud which covers 
an area of about a mile and a half. 

No human agency could have averted this 
catastrophe. The possibility of the glacier 
falling into the stream often suggested itself, 
but as it had never happened before little at- 
tention was paid to it. Many tourists used to 
laugh about the scene that would be spoiled 
should such a thing happen, and on the very 
evening of the frightful accident the possibility 
of such an occurrence and the result were the 
theme for many a jest. 

The bathing establishment is made up of 
five wings. Four of these have been com- 
pletely demolished and the other is badiydam- 


ed. 
wet supper on the night of the disaster there 
were eighty-tive guests and thirty-five servants 
in the establishment. Twenty-five of these 
lived in the wing which was not totally de- 
molished, and so escaped death, Most of the 
others were killed. 

Day by day fresh accounts dy survivors of 
the disaster are being narrated in the Euro- 
pean press—stories of wonderful escapes, ter- 
rible moments, and the awful manner in 
which the killed met death are thechief theme 
for conversation among the residents of the 
neighboring country.

The scene in the valley is one of the greatest 
and most impressive desolation.

CURTIS WAS HONEST. 


THE GREAT WRITER ALWAYS FOL- 
LOWED HIS CONSCIENCE. 


In Doing This He Exhibited Rare Moral 
and Physical Courage—Miss Gilder Ex- 
presses Her Opinion of People Who 
Ridiculed Him as the “Old woman 
Whittier the “ Trumpet of the Abolition- 
ists”—Holmes’ Letter on the Death of 
Curtis—The Revival of Two Old Books, 

New York, Sept. 9.—[ Special Correspond- 
ence, |—We are still mourning the death of 


George William Curtis, whose loss is irrepara- 


ble. I do not know any other man who held 
just the place he did, for it was unique. A 
public man with no end to serve save the pub- 
he good is as rare asa snow-storm in June. 
Mr. Curtis was always a conspicuous figure in 
every important movement, political or philan- 
thropic. His tongue and pen were at the 
service of his country and yet he sought no 
public honors. He worked for the good of a 
cause and his reward was nota public office. 
It was in the righting of a wrong—in the satis- 
faction of a clear conscience and a clean 
record. 

No one, not even his most violent political 
enemy, ever doubted Mr. Curtis’ honesty of 
purpose. Fun has been poked at him from 
time to time for following the dictates of his 
conscience rather than the voice of his party, 
and it was considered by some of the comic 
papers 4 good joke to represent him dressed 
in petticoats and to dub him the “old woman.” 
I have often wondered if the men who called 
Mr. Curtis by this name and regarded him as 
a dilettante had half or even a quarter of bis 
courage. Morally and physically Mr. Curtis 
was a brave man. He espoused the cause of 
the slave when to hint that negroes were not 
a chattel meant social ostracism as well as 
rf violence. He took the platform and 

ld it, determined to say what he had to, 
though an angry mob threw stones and bot- 
tles of vitriol at him. If “old women do 
this, then all I have to say is that “old 
women are braver than young men, 

No One to Take His Place, 

Notwithstanding his ee serv- 
ice Mr. Curtis was a man who delighted in 
private life. His family. his friends, and his 
books were sufficient to fill his life, but he be- 
lieved that it was his duty to serve his coun- 
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try, and he did so, not only with tireless ener- 


gy but with constant enthusiasm. Because 
he loved the refinements of life, because he 
used choice language, because he wns particu- 
lar as to his attire, certain coarse natures 
called him a “ tenderfoot.” I have never 
discovered any reason to believe that vulgari- 
ty was manly or the absence of it unmanly. 
Mr. Curtis was a man and a gentleman. He 
was a Bayard—without fear, without reproach. 
Not only is it lamentable that such men as 
Mr. Curtis die, but it is doubly lamentable

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UNIVERSITY EXTENSION LEVELS 
CLASS DISTINCTIONS. 


Students Who Attended the Summer Lect- 
ures at Oxford This Season Represented 
All Conditions of Men and Women— 
Famous English Scholars and Man- 
chester Cotton Operative Met on Com- 
mon Ground—Lecturers Touched Every 

Department of Knowledge. 1 

Oxrorp, Aug. 27. [Special Correspond- 

ence.— Though it may be impossible to 
bring the masses requiring education to the 
university, may it not be possible to carry the 
university to them?“ inquired Mr. Sewell, 
fellow and senior tutor of Exeter College, in 
a letter to the Vice-Chancellor of Oxford in 
the year 1850. For some time previous to 
this date, however, the term university 
extension” had passed into a_ set 
phrase, evolved from discussions as to 
ways and means of extending the opportuni- 
ties of the universities to the poorer classes. 
As early as 1845 an address was presented to 
the Hebdomadal board of the University of 
Oxford, petitioning that board to adopt such 
measures as would make possible the adiis- 
sion of a poorer class to the university. Mr. 
Gladstone was one of the signers of this ad- 
dress. Nothing, however, was done of any prac- 
tical value until Mr. Sewell’s suggestion was 
sarried into effect much later, and at great in- 
dustrial centers like Manchester and Birming- 
ham the university was carried to the people 
in the form of lectures and examinations. 

Five years after Mr. Sewell’s address on 
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behalf of university extension Lord Arthur 
Hervey of Cambridge published a pamphlet 
called A Suggestion for Supplying the Lit- 
erary, Sciertific, and Mechanics’ Institutes of 
Great Britain and Ireland with Lectures from 
the Universities. London gave an impetus 
to the movement in 1854 through the medium 
of the Society of Arts, in establishing a series 
of examinations for mechanics’ institutes. 
Two years previous to this date, this 
society had formed a union of mechanics’ in- 
stitutes containing a membership of more 
than 300. From the work among adults it 
soon extended to boys of the middle class, in 
which Mr. Acland was an inspiring genius. 
Prof. Max Müller was a member of the Board 
of Examiners. These efforts had awakened a 
desire for knowledge all over the country, ana 
a new and higher avenue for the elevation of 
the people was opened to the wealthy class, of 
which they availed themselves by liberal con- 
tribution to the work to such an extent that it 
became possible to carry it forward with a 
large measure of success. 

To Prof. Stuart is the credit due of making 
the work educational in itself, as well as an 
incentive to acquire and a test of knowledge, 
Through his efforts in this departure he is ac 
knowledged to be the father of university ex- 
tension as it now exists. 

In 1867 Mrs. Josephine Butler was President 
of an association of women gathered together 
for mutual improvement, and Miss A. J. 
Clough, the late principal of Newnham Col- 
lege, was Secretary. rom these women 
Prof. Stuart received an invitation to give 
some lectures to them on the art of teach- 
ing. To this invitation he replied that 
he had not experience enough to lect- 
ure on that subject, but offered the 
timely suggestion that as a thing is often 
best descri by showing a piece of it,“ he 
would give a course of eight lectures. The 
proposition, it is needless to add, was accept- 
ed, thus giving Prof. Stuart an opportunity to 
make an avowed protest against the single- 
lecture system, almost universally in practice, 
and a practical application of the systematic 
course Session in which he had so much con- 
fidence, 

In tite same year Prof. Stuart gave courses 
at Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool, and Shef- 
field. ‘* These lectures were well attended,“ 
said a historian of this movement, but the 
audiences were composed of women only. 
Thus, in its first beginnings, in its present 
form, university extension was set on foot by 
women, and ever since t time women 
have formed a large part of university ex- 
tension audiences. An account of the growth 
and development of this educational move- 
ment forms one of the most interesting chap- 
ters in English history. 

For forty-two years the work has been 
slowly carried forward, adapting itself from 
time to time to the growing needs of the peo- 
ple, and adjusting and readjusting its methods 
as wiser plans have been unfolded, until to- 
day, outside of the two great universities in 
England, it is the greatest educational force 
and most active agent in the diffusion of 
knowledge in the kingdom. The ‘report pre- 
sented at the summer session just at a close 
shows that 60,000 students have regularly at- 
tended extension lectures the last session. A 
Bequence of studies has been aimed 
at which has tended to secure 
greater educational efficiency without de- 
tracting from the popularity of the lectures. 
Funds have been provided by the county 
councils to aid in the maintenance of those 
lectures at centers where local support was 
not sufficient to otherwise maintain them.

While the American visitors at Oxford find 
much to commend in the subjects and treat- 
ment of the lectures, and will doubtless model 
the work in their own special fields much 
after the same methods, yet such a wide dif- 
ference exists between the average English 
extension student and those who will consti- 
tute the larger proportion of American 
students that in certain important particulars 
the character of the work will need to be 
modified to meet the demands and to fill the 
place that this system of instruction will 
22 among the many efforts that make 
for the education and refinement of American 
youth. 

This difference that exists between the two 
classes of students isa difference that will 
necessitate a much higher grade of work on 
the part of many of the lecturers than that de- 
manded 1 the average English extension 
student. The effects of the system of 
education in America have molded the intel- 
lectual life of the people and developeu a 
capacity for acquiring knowledge that seems 
to be wanting in those who have lacked the 
opportunities of acquiring a mental training 
such as. until quite recently, money alone 
would admit of their receiving in this country. 

The best work of this summer meeting is 
doubt less not simply the class work, which 
has teen largely carried on in the sciences, 
nor in the highest class of lectures that have 
been given, nor in the equally important 
matter of giving the student an incentive to 
study. It lies rather in the fact of bringmg so 
many students from different countries and 
from different classes together, and in the rec- 
ognition of them as equals. Especially is this 
true in the case of the English people. The

SOMETHING NEW IN PHOTOGRAPHY. 


A Process by Which Sixty Prints a Minute 
May be Made, 

Once there was a photographer who took a 
picture of a busy man. The busy man, as di- 
rected, held his chin a little higher, assumed a 
pleasant expression, which was a cross be- 
twéen an idiotic grin and the stony glare of a 
graven image, fixed his attention upon the 
crack in the wall indicated by the plate 
manipulator, sat perfectly still uutil the oper- 
ator said “steady now,“ and then shook like 
an aspen until the cap was put back on the 
camera, |

But the man wanted them sooner 
than that, and they had quite a row, too, over 
the weeks that must elapse before he got the 
finished pictures, and the victim finally went 
away after saying that he didn’t see why there 
shouldn’t be some way to shorten the time of 
printing photographs. 

That started the photograph man thinking, 
and a series of experiinents was commen 
lasting over a g many years. The fruit of 
his labor has lately been intr duced to the 
picture-making fraternity, where it has caused 
an immense amount of talk. 

This is the new way: After a negative is 
maũe, developed, and retouched in the usual 
manner it is placed in the upper lid of a box- 
like arrangement in which the printing is 
done. This box is eight inches wide and 
eighteen inches long, and the upper lid slopes 
from ten inches or a foot at one end to about 
four or five inches at the other. Over the 
opening into which the negative is slipped is 
a wooden flap-shutter held closely down to 
the lid by a spring completely shutting 
out the light. Just under the negative 
is a padded support of the same dimen- 
siohs as the negative, Between this and the 
negative a thick photographic print paper 
highly sensitized is automatically fed from a 
roll by the action of a lever at the back of the 
box. Each movement of this lever moves the 
paper forward just the length ofa photograph, 
and raises and drops the shutter on the lid in 
the fraction of a second, thus making an ex- 
posure. As the paper after exposure passes 
from the pad it is automatically snipped 

| into a drawer in- 
| machine. After the desired 
number of print have been made, a slide 
is inserted in the t6p of the drawer, and it is 
taken out and carried to the dark room.

Its cutting down of 
time will be most appreciated by the com mer- 
cial photographers who have frequently to 
make a thousand or more prints from the 
same negative, and whose work is much inter- 
fered with by cloud-banked skies,

Righteous Anger and Self-Defense Upheld 
by Christian Ethics—No Excuse for 
Wanton Cruelty or a Public Exhibition 
of Brutality—Effect of Such Events 
Upon the Young Is Pernicious—Dr, 
Locke Countenances Boxing and Fence. 
ing—Dr. Weston Considers Both Evils, 

“ Boxing, but not prize-fightmg!” said the 

Rev. Dr. Clinton Locke of Grace Episcopal 


Church, when asked his opinion of the exist 


ing furor over pugilism, I draw the line 
at what inflicts pain and injury. I thiuk that 
boxing and fencing are harmlesa, if not ben. 
eficial, amusements. But when men meet to 
pound the life out of each other, it is brutal and 
horrible. The effect of this excitement on the 
young, to produce quarrels and fisticuffs, is 
shocking. I haveto do with a great many 
boys, and I have only too much occasion to 
notice the corruption of their minds by this 
dreadful exploiting of brutality. I would that 
it might at least occur without any notice be- 
ing taken of it.“ 

“ What do you think of the claim that the 
cultivation of pugilism lessens the inclination 
of peopie to use firearms and other deadly 
weapons?“ 

„ have no reason to think so; and I can 
only say that I hope it is true, for there is 
nothing more disgraceful in this country than 
the practice of carrying concealed weapons.” 

“What, in your opinion, does Christianity 
teach concerning anger and fighting in self. 
defense?”’ “ 2 

Christianity, as I understand it, condemns 
neither of them, under proper circumstances, 
There is such a thing as a righteous anger; 
and I believe thoroughly in the duty of self. 
defense. The scriptures do not teach the doc. 
trine of non resistance. Christ himself, when 
he expected arrest said, ‘He that hath no 
sword let him sell nis coat and buy one,’ and 
it turned out that his disciples already had 
two swords with them. Tbere was no dis. 
count on the piety of the centurion though a 
soldier. The Apostle Paul even, showed a 
degree of vindictive feeling when he said of 
Alexander, the coppersmith: ‘The Lord re. 
ward him according to his works.’ So that I 
cannot condemn pugilism when cultivated for 
purpeses of self-protection, and much less 
when it is resorted to for exercise and amuse. 
ment. I only denounce it when it becomes 
cruel, as it was at New Orleans. Their five- 
ounce gloves are of course only an evasion of 
the law, and although I suppose that the 
crowd shouted ‘Kill him’ other night 
when it did not really mean it, still the scene 
was one of great brutality. 


Ferocity Essential to Progress. 

„What do you think of the opinion that 
ferocity is an essential element of human 
nature, and that war and other exhibitions of 
cruelty and suffering are necessary as a rem- 
edy for the effeminacy of the human race? 

Jam afraid there is a grain of truth in it, 
The French lave a saying that ‘every virtue 
has the defects of its quality.’ That means 
that every virtue carried too far becomes an 
evil, if not a vice, Now, the virtues of human- 
ity and love may be cultivated until t pro- 
duce a morbid dread of pain, bloods and 
death, and make people abnormally timid, ir- 
resolute, cowardly. I am not prepared to 
say, therefore, that it 1s the mission of Chris- 
tianity to abolish all anger and fight War 
now,

est graces of the Christian. spirit. All this, 
however, stops very far short of justifying a 
prize-fight.“

After the table has received its second coat 
of varnish it is given to the fitter, by whom 
it is again set up.

Many of the cues are cut in two in the 
center, and put together with ivory-faced 
screw joſuts for convenience in carrying. Ivory 
tips are also put on many cuesto give extra 
length or a more solia backing for the leather 
tip. These.leather tips are all imported, the 
best quality being made in France. There 
are dozens of different styles, thick, medium. 
and thin, flat or much rounded, and each 
player has his own preference. When a cue is 
sent out it is usually fitted witha high, thick 
tip so that it may be trimmed to suit the taste 
of the individual that uses it. 

The man who stands up at a billiard table 
and swears because the balls do riot roll true 
little thinks of the trouble that has been taken 
to secure the material of which they are made 
and to p nt them in proper shape for his 
use. any different kinds of material have 
been tested in billiard balls, but nothing has 
yet been found that will take the place of 
ivory. The best 1vory comes from Zanzibar, 
and only perfect tusks can be used for this 
purpose, The hunter who hasspent months 
in African forests killing giant animals for 
their wealth of ivory, the slaves who have 
plodded so many weary miles to carry these 
tusks tp the coast, and the numerous mer- 
chants through whose hands the tusks pass be-

fore reaching Amsterdam, London, or New 
York have all had a part in providing means 
for this great game. 

The ivory market is a strictly cash one, and 
the manufacturer who desires material fora 
hundred sets of billiard balls must pay down 
the money before he can secure the goods. 
Ivory is exceedingly liable to injury in transit, 
often splitting or cracking without the slight- 
est apparent cause. For this reason dealers 
refuse to ship on their owa responsibility. 
The ivery for billiard balls is imported cut in 
cubes about two and one-half inches square, 
the ends being covered with a coat of shellac 
to lessen any harm from change of temper- 
ature. When they are unpacked at the factory 
this cogting of shellac is removed ‘and the 
blocks are laid away to rest and season for at 
least six months before being turned. Even 
then, while awaiting shipment or being kept 
in stock, the balls will sometimes split in two, 
or crack so badly as to render them useless. 

The cubes are turned down in an ordinary 
lathe, the work requirmg creat care not only 
in turning but in securing accuracy in the run 
of the grain, for ivory has a grain as distinct 
as any wood, 

The life of a billiard ball should be, with 
proper care, from twenty to twenty-five years, 
but very few sets last more than four or five 
years with ordinary usage. Even during that 
time they will probably be returned to the 
tactory once or twice to be returned and trued. 
In the dase of pool balls a composition is or- 
dinarily used, as this material is very much 
cheaper ana will stand the wear and tear of 
the game much better thanivory. Broker 
ivory balls are turned down for the small 
numbered balls for use in pool games or are 
cut up into tips and name plates for cues. 

Of course all the fittings of a billiard-room, 
such as cue racks, ball racke, pin-pool boards, 
bridges, maces, and markers are manufactur- 
ed by the same men who make the tables, and 
in most of these the styles are so constantly 
changing that but few are carried in stock, the 
fittings being usually made up to suit the 
style of the table with which they are to be 
used. The cloth, which is one of the most 
important as well as expensive portions of the 
billiard table, is all imported from France or 
Belgium, while the best chalk is mined in 
Germany. The chalk-holders, pozket-irons 
for pool tables, and all the other iron, brass, 
or plated fittings for the tables are purchased 
from haydware manufacturers, in many cases 
of course being made according to special 
patterns,

President Otis Gives the Figures in His 


Annual Report, Tells of the Work of 


the Club, and Makes Some Suggestions 
—The Organization Gratified with the 

Results pf Its Most Laborious Year—

The annual report of the President of the 
Apollo Musical club has just been published

HOW MME, TREBELLI BEGAN TO SING. 


M. Wartel, the Teacher, Accidentally Heard 
Her and Recognized Her Gift at Once. 


The death last month of Mme. Trebelli, the 


singer who for many years held high position 
in the operagic world of Europe, Has brought 
to light the fact that in her childhood the aft- 
erwards: famed contralto was prepared for 
the career of concert pianist. The change 
from instrumentalist to vocalist was due to an 
accident, if the following related incident may 
be accepted as true. While still in her teens, 
Mme. Trebelli—then known only by her real 
name, Zélig Gillebert—was eng 
Parisian teacher of singing, M. Wartel, to act 
as accompaz ist in the lessons he gave. 

On one octasion a pupil failed to keep an 
appointment and M. Wartel quitted the teach- 
ing-room fof his study, where he began to 
write his letters. Mlle. Gillebert, left alone, 
amused herself by singing a couple of ro- 
mances, and M. Wartel, supposing that his 
pupil had at length arrived, returned to the 
teaching- room. Zélie instantly ceased her 
singing, but M. Wartel insisted on hearing 
her repeat averse of the second song. He 
then seated himself at the pianoforte and 
made her ging several scales and holding- 
notes. The result was that the great teacher 
told her she had a voice which, if properly cul- 
tivated, might enable herto distinguish her- 
self in opera, and he generously offered to 
teach her for. nothing. 

The offer was accepted, and after five years’ 
study Mmp. Trebelle made her début as 
an opera singer, the place being the Koyal 
Theater in Madrid, and the role Acuzena in 
Il Trovatore.”’ Mario was the Manrico of 
the cast. Her success was immediate, and 
from that time until some four years ago an 
active professional career crowned with all 
the honors gnd the wealth the world awards 
to recognized artistic greatness was hers. 
Four years ago a paralytic stroke necessitated

It is evident that the writer realizes that it is 
not the art of the impressionist which is to 
succeed other art, but art in general 
is to be benefited by the researches in 
one or two directions now being carried 
forward by the impressionist painters.

Painting will 
always be used as a means of expressing thought, 
and the manner of painting may not greatly 
effect the thought to be expressed. The greatest 
art must always be that which combines the high- 
est ideas with thé most perfect means of expres- 
sion. Impressionism is but a swing of the pendu- 
lum vibrating from one side to the other of true 
art which has its use, for as long as the pendu- 
lum swings there is no danger that the hands will 
remain stationary. Each new movement seems to 
be a protest against the excesses of another, and 
impressionism with its researches is undoubtedly 
a protest against the lack of color of the gray 
plein air school, which was itself a revolt against 
the hot bituminous canvasea of the school which 
preceded it.

THE WONDERFUL SIGHTS IN THE 
CHURCHES OF OLD ROME. 


Strange History of the Bambino of the 


Church of Ara Coeli—The Image Is the 
Work of a Franciscun Monk Who

Prayer brought to his assistance the spirit of 
St. Luke, who, reappearing in the flesh. gave 
the image its present coloring, its rosy chee ks 
and bright blue eyes.

After its exhi- 
bition in Jerusalem it was taken on shipboard 
by the monk who had carved it, his intention 
being to present it to the Church of Ara Coeli 
in Rome. The vessel was wrecked in a storm 
off the port of Leghorn, and the box contain- 
ing the Bambino shared the general fate of 
the ship and its cargo. The people were, 
however, all saved, and, after the 
storm had subsided, search was made 
for the holy image, whose story had been re- 
counted by the monk who had it in charge. 
Unlike the rest of the cargo the box contain- 
ing the Bambino floated serenely on the 
waves, but resisted all efforts on the part of the 
sailors to rescue it by retiring farther and 
farther out at sea. Finally, when the monk 
himself went alone in a small boat the image 
allowed itself to be — and rescued, 
and was taken back to Leghorn, to the won- 
der of the people who had assembled to wit- 
ness the extraordinary event. The fact that 
no lives were lost by the wrecking of the ves- 
sel was sufficient proof of the divinity of the 
image and that its presence saved them.

perpetually protected from the ills of life, de- 
vised a plan of appropriating the sacred object 
to herself. She feigned illness and asked that 
it be left with her for the night. Having al- 
ready prepared an imitation figure shé dressed 
it in the clothing of thé genuine one, and the 
following morning sent it back to the Church 
of Ara Coeli without the fraud being discov. 
ered. The next night, however, things were 
put to right, for the Bambino‘returned to Ara 
Coeli of his own accord. The bells of the 
church rang furiously without any one 
having put them in motion, and warned the 
sleepy monks. of some extraordinary event. 


Loud knocks were heard at the principal 


door, where, to the astonishment of the Fran- 
ciscans, the naked * stood shivering in 
the cold. The record further states that the 
Bambino walked to his place without aid and 
displaced his fraudulent counterpart. Since 
then the image is never taken out except un- 
der the surveillance of two monks, who re- 
main with it.

Mr. Phelps was asked if he saw anything when 
abroad more impressive than St. Peter's. Ves 

replied. When I stood in the mellow moon- 
light at Agra, in India, and looked for 
the first time on Taj Mahl, I despaired of 
describing it. There it stood with its white marbie 
flashing in the light, the work of 20.000 men, of 

_ years and years. I Saw nothing like it in all my 
travels. Its beautiful lines, its artistic domes, its 
deftly carved screens, and the great white figure 
above which seemed to rise in the air like dream- 
jpg marble. I saw it first by moonlight, then in 
the morning sun, and again in the shades of even- 
ing.

A. L. Clark, one of the very few white Repub- 
licans in the Second Kentucky Congressional Dis- 
trict, and who has more jackknives that were 
voted him for being the ugliest man on the fair 
grounds than any other man in the State, told 
the Highwayman of Tae TrisuNE how the Hon. 
James McKenzie, World's Fair Commissioner 
from Kentucky, gave up swearing. Mr. McKenzie 
is the first orator in the South, a wit, and a gen- 
tleman of the polish and finish necessary to make 
— as universally popular as he. Here is Clark’s 
story: 
Jim's father was a strict churchman. He had 
ideas about bringing up his boys which were too 
high to be practical.

His 
brother sailed in on the horses and dogs and 
cattle, and then began on the church members. 
He cussed the preacher, the man who passed the 
hat, the organist, and then he cussed Jim, and 
‘wound upon the old man.

Just as they were about to 
leave, having satisfied themselves that they had 
cussed enough for one day, they heard a rustling 
of the leaves overhead.
